By measures introduced last night in the 
City Council meeting it wds proposed to 
secure adequate service from the traction 
companies and also to compel the payment 
of compensation which the city has been 
unable to collect. Mayor Harrison recom- 
mended the withdrawal of one franchise— 
that of the Chicago General Street railway 
company—and an order was presented which 
aimed to refuse al] further permits to three 
companies until they had settled claims 
with the city, the companies being the Union 
Traction, Lake Street Elevated, and the 
Metropolitan Elevated. 


Alderman Nelson introduced an order 


which aimed to prevent the running of cars 


,- in trains and which required the companies 


* to equip each separate car so that it would 
constitute a train. Mayor Harrison added to 
the movement for better service by present- 
ing an ordinance requiring that cars stop 
at any street intersection when signaled. 

Alderman Nelson’s order was to increase 
‘the service by providing more trains at more 


» frequent intervals, and the Mayor’s ordi- 


mance was to stop the practice of train 

crews behind time ignoring persons who 

signal.

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STEWART EVADES 
-MAYORALTY BEE. 


Declares He Will Not Be- 
come a Candidate for 
the Nomination. 


SAYS DECISION IS FINAL. 


Announcement Comes. as a Sur- 
prise to Republicans Who 
Who Have Been Support- 
ing Him. 


FOWLER MAY ENTER RACE. 


Graeme Stewart announces that he will 
not be a candidate for the Republican May- 
oralty nomination. He reached this decis- 
ion yesterday afternoon after a conferemce 
with a number of close political friends. He 
asserts that his decision is final and has 
asked those who have persisted in urging 
that he should be the party's nominee, de- 
spite his refusal heretofore to make any 
statement as to his position, that they da 
not use his name as a candidate for the 
head of the ticket. Last night he dictated 
the following statement: 

** My friends for‘some time past Have been 
canvassing by name in connection with the 
Republican Mayoralty nomination. I fully 
appreciate the high honor they would like 
to confer upon me, and I have given the sub- 
ject thoughtful consideration. I have de- 
cided that I will not permit the use of my 
name as a candidate for this office.’’ 

Further than this Mr. Stewart refused to 
discuss his decision. As the Republican 
County Executive committee meets this 
afternoon to take the preliminary steps in 
arranging for the coming primaries and the 
city convention, it was deemed proper that 
the announcement should be made at once, 
so that he may not be considered a factor 
in the contest. 


Refusal Comes as Surprise. 


Mr. Stewart's refusal to appear as a can- 
didate came as a surprise. Business-men 
of the city have been one of the most pow- 
erful forces, insisting that he should lead 
the Republican ticket in the spring cam- 
paign. . Hjs friends last night- contended 
that he should be a candidate, whether or no. 
When they were informed, however, of the 
determined refusal he had entered, they 
checked their plan. 

Two years ago Mr. Stewart refused to 
come out as a candidate, though there was 
a strong demand that he should énter the 
contest, for the nomination. Mr. Stewart 
was abroad at the time and refused to ac- 
cede. to the request cabled him that he allow 
his name to be used. 

One of Mr. Stewart’s friends last evening 
explained the situation as follows: 

‘“‘Mr. Stewart always has insisted that he 
never would be the candidate of a faction. 
He never has sought the Mayoralty nomina- 
tion, despite the fact that during recent 
years there have been frequent demands 
that he should allow his name tobeused. It 
was Mr. Stewart who aided in leading the 
‘fight for Judge Carter for the Gubernatorial 
nomination last summer. He always has 
protested against any clique of men dictat- 
ing party nominations. He was made Re- 
publican National Committeeman for IIll- 
nois in the face of the opposition of a number 
of leaders who have sought to control party 
affairs. He was in the forefront of the fight 
for Senator Cullom’s renomination. Asa re- 
sult we who have insisted that Mr.Stewart is 
the most fitting man for the Mayoralty nom- 
ination have found some opposition among 
the clique which has claimed to wield so- 
called ‘ county control.’ Mr. Stewart has in- 
sisted that he would be the candidate of no 


faction.” 
Talk of Fowler and Harlan. 


the field Alderman Frank T. Fowler and 
John M. Harlan are now held by politicians 
to bathe leaders in the contest for the nomi- 
nation. Some of Mr. Stewart's friends as- 
serted last night that they would lend their 
efforts to the former. Others were non- 


committal. 
Alderman Fowler has not yet announced 


take formal action today or tomorrow. 

Mr. Harlan declares that he knows noth- 
ing #bout the actions of his friends, but they 
are hard at work and are using every effort 
to get the “ organization” men to promise 
their support to Mr. Harlan. 

““T must be the candidate of the whole 
party or I won’t make the race,” said Afder- 
man Fowler last night. ‘‘I will not be the 
candidate of any faction. The Republicans 
should make their campaign on an anti-Har- 
rison platform. The people should be given 
what they pay for in the way of municipal 
improvements and a business administration, 
things which they do not get under the pres- 
ent“*municipal régime. For this reason the 
Republican nominee should be a man who 
can defeat the present Mayor. 

‘Unless the Republican party thinks I am 
the best man to beat Harrison I am not a 
candidate. I will not be the candidate ofa 


faction.” 
Various Names Mentioned. 


A numberof candidates are now expected 
to come to the front. The name of Bernard 
A. Eckhart was mentioned last night. Ar- 
thur Dixon, who represented the old First 
Ward in the City Council for more than twen- 
ty years, also was held to be in a receptive 
mood. William Boldenweck’s boom was re- 
vived, and outriders of the Lorimer-Jamie- 
son-Magerstadt following again talked of 
Judge Hanecy. Fred E. Coyne may be put 
forward by the Southwest-Siders, and others 
who are mentioned are William J. Moxley, 
who is a close friend of Congressman Lori- 
mer, and Alderman Walter J. Raymer.

USB AX ON MORE SALOONS, 


MRS. NATION AND THREE OF HER 
FRIENDS RESUME CRUSADE. 


Sheriff of Wichita, Kas., Slapped by 
the Reforme? When He Takes Her 
‘Inte Custody—Owner of One Bar 
Saves Part of His Property by 
Threatening to Kill — Woman De- 
clares Movement Will Sweep Entire 
Union and Wipe Out Liquor Trafic. 


Wichita, Kas., Jan. 21.—{Special.]—Mrs. 
Carrie Nation again is in jail as a result of 
another raid on the saloons of Wichita. Of 
three women who assisted her two also are 
locked up in the county jail, while the third 
could not be found tonight. The arrest of 
Mrs. Nation was made by the county author- 
ities in the Union Station just as the woman 
was about to leave the city, after an er.- 
counter, in which she slapped the Sheriff's 


gle. The four women were arrested earlier 
in the day by the city officers, but were re- 
leased later. They had demolished the in- 
terior of two saloons. es 

A pistol pressed against her breast, with a 
determined man behind it promising to shoot 
if she did not desist, dissuaded Mrs.’ Nation 
from completing her work of destruction. 

The four crusaders wielded hatchets and 
clubs with such effect that the furniture and 
glassware in the two liquor shops were gone 
beyond repair before the proprietors realized 
what had happened. The establishments of 
James Burns and John Herrig were those 
visited today, and the latter man is the one 
who saved all property back of the bar itself 
by the threat to use his revolver. 


Strikes at a Detective. © 


Mrs. Nation, with her companions, ran to 
the Carey Hotel bar, where she made her 
first attack on the saloons of Wichita three 
weeks ago. There three policemen met her 
and she struck at Detective Sutton with a 
poker. He shoved her aside and a youth 
struck him in the face. A policeman struck 
the youth and knocked him down. The po- 
lice then overpowered Mrs. Nation and her 
friends and took them to the city prison. 

Mrs. Nation and her assistants in the work 
of reform—Mrs. Julia Evans, Mrs. Lucy 


soon after as the result of a clash between 
the city and county authorities. 

After the women were released they got 
into a wagon, proceeded to the district they 
had just come from, and preach®d temper- 
ance until they were ordered away by the 
City Marshal. 


Crusade to Sweep Whole Union. — 

Mrs. Nation declared previous to the inter- 
ference with her lecture that she would or- 
ganize a band of crusaders to wipe out the 
saloons, not only in Kansas but'in every 
State of the unjon. These bands will be 
ready to go to any place upon a moment's 
notice. She said their railroad fare will be 
paid, *‘ but hatchets are cheap, you know, 
so we will have to pay forthem. The work 
is too great for me to do !t all myself, but 
these bands that I mentioned will assist. 
As soon as they are telegraphed for they 
will come.’’ 

Mrs. Nation shook her fist and said: 

' “ This is the right arm of God, and will be 
used to demolish such places. You saloon- 
men can run your places, but we will brea 

them up. We have done this to protect ou 

children. Saloons can’t run in Wichita any 
longer.”’ 

Mrs. Nation, when arrested, turned, and, 
seeing the Sheriff, gave him a violent slap 
across the face. She followed this up by 
taking hold of his ears with her two hands 
and wringing them viciously. The Union Sta- 
tion was full of women, who began scream- 
ing, and tremendous excitement followed, as 
the Sheriff, who is a small man, struggled 
with his powerful antagonist. A policeman 
came to his rescue, and with the aid of some 
bystanders they succeeded in picking up the 
woman in their arms and placing her in a 
cab, which was driven to the county jail. 

She insisted on being placed in the private 
room for women, but Sheriff Simmons put 
her in a cell in the steel rotary. 


Companions Join Her in Jail. 

Mrs. Wilhoite was arrested at her rogm. 
When she was ushered into the steel cage 
Mrs. Nation cried ‘‘ Hallelujah! ’’ and ae 
into prayer. 

Mrs. Evans was arrested at her home, but 
owing to the condition of her arm, wounded 
‘by broken glass, she was given the jailer’s 
room. 

It is said a complaint for insanity will be 
lodged against Mrs. Nation. ‘ 

A constant stream of curious people passe 
through the wrecked saloons this evening. 
Society was no exception, and it is estimated 
that 1,000 women saw the inside of a saloon 
for the first time in their lives.

MYSTERY IN GIRL'S DEAE 


ELIZABETH STERLING EXPIRES 36 
HOURS AFTER TAKING ACID. 


Michael Lawler, Who Took the Young 
Woman to a House in Twenty-ninth 
Street on Friday, Sits by Bedside 
While Life Ebbs Away—He and Mrs. 
Mary Harris Are Arrested—Circum- 
stances Surrounding the Affair Are 
Unexplained, 


Miss Elizabeth Sterling died yesterday 
morning under mysterious circumstances at 
the house of Mrs. Mary Harris, 263 Twenty- 
ninth street. Michael Lawler, member of 
the Stock-Yards commission firm of Lawler 
Bros., was with the young woman at the 
time of her death and watched her as life 
ebbed away. 

Mrs. Harris and Lawler were arrested at 
9 o'clock last night by Detectives Bretowitz 
and Schweikert of the Cottage Grove Avenue 
Station, and are being held to await the 
result of the Coroner's inquest. The story 
told is that the woman drank carbolic acid 
on Saturday afternoon. 

Efforts to conceal the manner of the wom- 
an’s death have been made by all who are 
supposed to know the facts, and the state- 
ments made are at variance one with the 
other. 

It appears that Lawler had been paying 
attentions to Miss Sterling for seven years. 
According to his story told to the police 
she was jealous of him and threatened to 
commit suicide if he left her. 

**IT suppose she thought I was going away 
with another woman,” 
night. ‘“‘She said she would kill herself 
if I left her, and I and other people have 
taken carbolic acid away from her more 
than forty times.”’ 

According to the statement of Mrs. Harris 
Lawler and Miss Sterling rented a room at 
the house at 11 o'clock on Friday night. They 
went away at 9 o’clock the next morning. 
They returned, and at 4 o’clock on Saturday 
afternoon Mrs. Harris says she heard a 
scream in the hall, and found Miss Sterling 
Jeaning across the banister. She helped her 
into the room and called Dr. W. A. Bennett, 
2901 State street, who gave the woman anti- 
dotes for carbolic acid. Miss Sterling lin- 
gered till yesterday morning, when she died. 

Her body was taken to Barney McNeill’s

CHARGE TRYING TO WRECK 
TRAINS FOR REVENGE. 


Officials of St. Paul Road Cause Arrest 
of Michael Gannon of Libertyville, 
Who Was Formerly Man of Wealth. 


Michael Gannon, an old resident of Lib- 
ertyville, is in jail at Waukegan on a charge 
of attempted train-wrecking. The Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad officers 
had him arrested as a result of investiga- 
tions as to who placed ties on the track. 

The case came before Justice Van Deusen 
at Waukegan yesterday morning and was 
continued until Jan. 29, Gannon being held 
in $1,000 bonds. Gannon is said to have 
sustained a slight injury on the railroad 
track near Libertyville six months ago 
which made him an enemy of the company.

SEEK "0 DEPOSE. MILES 


FRIENDS OF BROOKE AND OTIS. 
START MOVEMENT. 


Want Commanding General Retired 
Temporarily in Order That Others 
May Become Lieutenant General Be- 
fore They Reach Age Limit—To Give 
President Chance to Reward Men 
Who Served with Distinction in 
Cuba and the Philippines. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 21.—[Special.]— 
Stories are current tonight among the dele- 
gations from Pennsylvania and New York 
that a sudden but none the less powerful 
movement is to be inaugurated here tomor- 
row for the purpose of depriving General 
Miles of the command of the army, and 
thus of the rank of Lieutenant General. 

The special army bill last year provided 
among other things that the commanding 
General of the army should, for the time 
being, have the rank of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral. This is purely an ex-officio rank, be- 
cause the command of the army-is a matter 
entirely in the discretion of the President. 
In time of peace it is always customary to 
make the ranking officer the commanding 
General, but there is nothing to prevent 
the President from selecting any other gen- 
eral officer. 

General Miles’ rank as Major General is 
secure to him because he was commissioned 
as such and confirmed by the Senate. His 
rank as Lieutenant General, however, lasts 
only so long as he isin command of the army. 

The understanding is that a delegation 
from Pennsylvania is~ to come here 
in. bet#tif of Major General Brooke. 
Another delegation is expected to ar- 
rive at the same time from New York to 
urge the claims of Major General Otis. Both 
these Generals retire in 1902, Otis in March 
and Brooke in July. General Miles does not 
retire until Aug. 8, 1903. These dates are 
those upon which the retirement of these of- 
ficers becomes compulsory, but two years 
before that time they can be retired on 
their own request. The plan is, therefore, to 
request the President to remove General 
Miles temporarily from the command of the 
army and to designate for that position first 
General Brooke and then General Otis. Each 
of them eould retire as Lieutenant General 
and still leave the way for General Miles to 
do the same thing at the propertime. This 
would give the President an opportunity now 
to appoint two Major Generals, and thus 
there would be a chance to reward some of 
the men who have achieved distinction in 
Cuba and the Philippines. 

It might be that General Miles could be 
persuaded to accept the situation for the 
purpose of opening up the avenue of promo- 
tion to several other officers, but even if he 
does not consent it would of course be within 
the discretion of the President to retire him 
from the command of the army and thus 
deprive him of his rank ahd pay of Lieuten- 
ant General. 


FIRE IN BRAND BUILDING;

Battle with Death Continues.

COWES, Isle of Wight, Jan, 22, 1 a. m.— 
Another day in the Victorian era, now so

any great change in the condition of Queen 
Victoria. The slight improvement so fre- 
quently mentioned in the official bulletins 
@erely indicates postponement of the in- 
evitable. The end may be a matter of days 
or only of hours, but the members of the 
yoyal family at Osborne House know that the 
death of her Majesty is merely a question 
of a short time. 

The most noticeable feature of yesterday 
was the satisfactory portion the Queen spent 
in consciousness, which she regained early in 
athe afternoon and still retained at 10 p. m. 


Royalty at Osborne thus had a chance to 


recuperate from the terrible ordeal under- 


gone during the early hours of Monday. 


Family Frequently Summoned. 

It is said that the members of the royal 
family were called to a room adjoining the 
Queen’s bedchamber fo less than four times 
yesterday morning, and were kept in mvo- 
mentary expectation of being summoned to 
witness the end up to half-past 5. Her 
Majesty's physicians then had only a vestige 
of hope that they would be able to keep the 
Queen's feeble life in existence until the 
Prince of Wales arrived. | 

To secure tpis result they resorted to the 
frequent use of brandy and‘ champagne 
These stimulants, used to an extent which 
only the greatest emergency justified, worked 
their process, and when the Prince of Wales 


London all day. Thousands of people silent- 
ly crowded around Buckingham Palace and 
Marlborough House waiting for bulletins 

By 10 o’clock on Monday morning Picca- 
dilly, Pall Mall, and Victoria street were 
thronged with pedestrians and private car- 
riages, all making for a point where the 
latest authentic news could be obtained. 
Such a crowd was never seen in the West 
End save in the height of the season, and 
never at so early in the morning. 

The dense crowd which always surrounds 
the Mansion House when news of national 
importance is expected was there all day, but 
the people behaved In a manner quite for- 
eign to that which usually characterizes a 
Mansion House crowd. There was no hust- 
ling and no noise. 

When the luncheon hour arrived increased 
numbers of the quiet throng formed up of 
their own accord in perfect order and 
marched slowly past the bulletin board of 
the Mansion Houd#e, reading the latest bulle- 
tin as they went by. Not a single policeman 
was needed to manage the crowd. 


Lord Mayor Is Prepared. 

Lord Mayor Green on Monday morning had 
a conference with the city remembrancer 
in regard to the official procedure when the 
Queen dies. It was decided for the present 
that if the Queen dies the Lord Mayor will 
go to Temple Bar, which is the city boundary, 
in state, and there read his proclamation an- 
nouncing her death. 


Choate an Early Caller. 

Mr. Choate, the American Ambassador, 
has made frequent inquiries as to the 
Queen’s condition. He and Mr. Henry 
White, Secretary of the American Embassy, 
called at Buckingham Palace and inscribed 
their names on the visitors’ book. Mrs. 
Choate is sy@aring from an attack of influ- 
enza. 

No special prayers for the Queen were in- 
troduced in the services at St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral this morning, but after the anthem the 
versicle, “O Lord, Save the Queen,” was 
chanted, the choir responding, ‘‘ Who Put- 
teth Her Trust in Thee.” 


Mistake Starts False Report. 

A painful mistake was made early in the 
afternoon. The flag over one of the em- 
bassies was lowered and people rushed off 
with the news that the Queen was dead. 
Without waiting for a verification other flags 
were lowered and some time elapsed before 
the error was rectified.

United Kingdom. At present the provinces 
have no means of knowing anything except 
from the newspapers, and the result is that 
all kinds of baseless rumors are circulated. 

For instance, at Chelmensford County 
Court yesterday a report was received that 
the Queen was dead, and the Judge, in tears 
and great emotion, referred to the sorrow- 
ful tidings, which later on he was able to 


deny. 


SYMPATHY IS WORLDWIDE. 


Dispatches from All Quarters of the 
Globe Show Real Sorrow for Eng- 
land’s Affiiction. 


LONDON, Jan. 21.—The dispatches received 
here from nearly every capital’ in Europe, 
from India, Australia, Jamaica, and all the 
British colonies show the press and people to 
be sympathetic in their comment on the 
Queen’s illness. The one exception seems 
to be Belgium. A majority of the Brussels 
comment is in good taste, but one pro-Boer 
paper there takes the occasion to make a 
political atiack on Great Britain's south 
Afnican policy. 

A dispatch from Pretoria says the Queen's 
iliness has caused a profound sensation there. 
Special prayers were offered in. all the 
churches of the garrison towns yesterday 
evening. 

Many functions in Great Britain and on the 
continent have been abandoned owing to the 
Queen’s condition.

COMMENT OF RUSSIAN PRESS, 


Queen Declared to Be Bulwark of Eu- 
rope’s Peace and Change for 
Worse Expected. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 21.—In the com- 
ment of all circles not influential on Queen 
Victoria’s jllness the personal note domi- 
nates the political. The Czar’s subjects free- 
ly admit that her Majesty has been one of 
the principal bulwarks of peace. The Ros- 
sia and Novosti alone touch the political 
chord. 

The Rossia says: “ England's prestige is 
due largely to the Queen. To spare Queen 
Victoria much has been forgiven her Minis- 
ters. With her will depart Britannia’s g00d 
genius.”” 

The Novosti says: “ England is discon- 
tented with the situation, and the dissatis- 
faction possibly will be expressed more 
plainly if Queen Victoria dies. Her successor 
probably will entertain different views on 
many questions. He is credited with strong 
French sympathies. The power of an Eng- 
lish sovereign is greater than commonly 
stated, therefore the change may produce a 


revolution in international politics,”

helm Creates Good Impressien 
Througkout the Realm—Public Af- 
fairs Wait Decisive News from 
Cowes.

LONDON, Jan. 21.—This has been another 
day of weary watching and waiting. The 
official bulletins have been less grave, but 
no one really believes for an instant that the 
aged Queen can ever recover from so serious 
an illness. The slight rally or rather the 
slight stay in the more fatal developments 
which marked today are what doctors con- 
cur in saying may be expected. . 

There may be a sudden change for the 
worse and the end may be precipitated in 
a couple of hours, or this ebb and flow of 
life may last for four or five days longer. 

The commotion at first observable at Os- 
borne House has now given place to a settled 
gloom. Every one is prepared for the worst 
and all hope is abandoned. 

Throughout yesterday the Queen's strength 
Was prevented from failing altogether by 
small doses of stimulants. Brandy and 
champagne are being administered with in- 
creasing frequency, but even with this her 
Majesty has had lengthening periods of ab- 
solute unconsciousness | 


Kaiser’s Visit Gratifying. 


The Kaiser's visit has caused profound 
gratification, as demonstrating his personal 
good will and makjng it plain to the hostile 
powers that Great: Britain is not isolated 
at the present grave juncture of her fortunes. 

An apprehension unquestionably exists in 
court and diplomatic circles that the death 
of the Queen, who is held in such a univer- 
sal reverence and esteem, and whose moral 
weight for European peace was incalculable, 
may “serve the purposes of these powers 
led by France, whose aim is a coalition 
against England. The Kaiser’s presence, 
which has so much impressed continental 
feeling, is really an act of characteristic 
impulsiveness, and, like most of his impulses, 
is good in the main. 


Queen Fond of William. 


He is greatly attached to Queen Victoria, 
who for her part entertained a warmer af- 
fection for him than for any of her other 
grandchildren, and wag accustomed to write 
and speak to him in a way no one else ever 
dared. The Queen nicknamed him “ Willful 
Willie,” and their relations always remained 
the most affectionate. The correspondent of 
ohe of the evening papers states that the 
Queen this afternoon expressed a wish to see 
the Emperor, who attended at her bedside. 
When the Queen had uttered a few feeble 
words the Emperor withdrew, visibly moved. 


Chamber of Her Own Choosing. 

The chamber in which the Queen is now 
lying has a southern aspect facing inland, 
with a bright prospect of evergreen planta- 
tion and bright hued shrubs. The Queen's 
bed is an elegant, somewhat old-fashioned 
mahogany, cne which accompanies her every- 
where, while several pictures, her private 
escritoire, bedroom table, and wheel chair 
As all of her bed- 
rooms are pancled with pale green brocade 
they all closely resemble each other. 

The pictures she never parts with are a 
water color and miniature portraits of the 
Prin¢e Consort, Princess Alice, the Duke of 
Saxe-Coburg, Empress Eugénie, Lord Bea- 
consfield, and some family groups, including 
those of the Duke of York's children. The 
furniture, appointments, and decoratiens of 
her private rooms are of the finest Louis 
Seize, and until quite recently she has always 
read by light from Colza lamps, which some 
shirty years ago replaced the wax candles,

Osborne. The principal reason.why Sir 
Thomas Barlow was taken into consulta- 
tion today was to give an opinion on the 
probable duration of her)illness, as if it is 
lingering the appointment of a regent is ab- 
solutely essential. The most serious diffi- 
culty is in connection with the delay in war-

Problems of Administration. 

The law officers are considering whether 
Parliament should be summoned immediate- 
ly to provide for a Council of Regency or 
whether all the required functions of gov- 
ernment can be carried on until Parliament 
meets, when an indemnity bill can be intro- 
duced to absolve the Ministers for infringe- 
ments of constitutional practice. 

The Queen always inclined to be super- 
stitious and has held firmly to the idea that 
three deaths always follow each other in 
royal families. Thus when the Duke of Co- 
burg and Prince Christian Victor died she 
became possessed of the idea that she was 
fated to be the third, and nothing could dis- 
lodge this idea from her mind, which natur- 
ally enough greatly aggravated her melan- 
choly. 

Health of Wales Discussed. 

The Prince of Wales’ health is eagerly dis- 
cussed in society, and much divergence of 
opinion prevails among his friends as to his 
prospects of life. In appearance he now 
certainly is better than he was before the ac- 
cident to his knee. This is due to the fact 
that he acqgired habits of careful living 
while invalideal which he still observes. He is 
somewhat fatter, but while his color is 
healthy, on the other hand it is unquestion 
‘ably noticeable/that one side of his face has 
gone down, and he suffers from incessant 
twitching of the left eye. 

He drinks sparingly at meals, either of 
whisky and soda or champagne and seltzer, 
but rarely taking wine nowadays, except it 
is altogether exceptional in quality. For- 
merly he was fond of heavy, highly seasoned 
dishes, like Irish stew, curries, and salamis, 
but these he now avoids. 


Will Eave to Change Habits. 

He comes of a iong-iived race, and appears 
to huve ealiresy escapeu ary 
which, having skipped a generation. has 
manifested itself in nearly all of his broth- 
ers and sisters. As King he must become 
more and more a creature of system and eti- 
quette. He cannot visit Marlborough club, 
he cannot walk the streets, he must give 
more time to statesmen and less to society 
people, and he also will be greatly limited in 
his cigaret and cigar smoking. In the coun- 
try and ly he always smokes a brier 
pipe. His'activity continues perfectly mar- 
velous, a is still prepared to sit up until 
2 in the morning over baccarat or bridge, but 
he never remains in bed after 8 in the morn- 
ing, and his whole correspondence is gone 


through before 10. His engagements, usual- 
ly made ks, and even months, ‘ahead, are 
kept with scrupulous care. All his business, 


both official and private, is attended to with 
the utmost regularity. His whole time is oc- 
cupied from morning until night with work, 
or exercise, or pleasure. There is no public 
man in England who lives and works so ab- 
solutely by system except Sir Charles Dilke. 


Family Friction Appears. 

It is said the Princess of Wales, when 
Queen, will efface herself as much as Vic- 
toria, being devoted now wholly to relig- 
lous exercises. The gap between them is 
impassable, and the Prince’s relations with 
the Duke of York, too, are said to be none 
too affectionate. The Duke affects to de- 
spise Sassoon, the Rothschilds, and other 
friends of his father, who, on their side,

PARIS SHOWS ITS SYMPATHY.

PARIS, Jan. 21.—The dispatches from Os- 


borne are eagerly followed here. The even- 
ing papers publish more frequent editions, 
which are quickly sold. The articles in the 
papers are sympathetic, though they give 
evidence of the anti-British feeling aroused 
by the south African war. Many of the writ- 


ers ascribe Queen Victoria's collapse to the 


cloud of melancholy enshrouding her on ac- 
count of the situation in south Africa and 
the ever-increasing death roll. Joseph Cham- 
berlain is spoken of as the evil spirit | re- 
sponsible for the painful circumstances of 
her end. Anglophobe writers, like MM. Dru- 
mont and Millevoye, publish, however, in the 
Libre Parole and Patrie, respectively, ruth- 


less excoriations of the dying Queen. 
Bulletins posted at the British Embassy 


and British Consulate were read by a large 
number of visitors. 


Many notable people 
called at the British Embassy and inscribed 
their names, including M. Crozier, Chief of 
the Protocol; General Zurlinden, the Belgian 
and Swiss Ministers, President Faure’s 
widow and daughter, and M. Loubet. The 


government was kept closely informed from 


London. 

The Temps, in a kindly article, says: 

Queen Victoria -has become the symbol 
of the nation and the empire, the glories and 
prosperities of her long reign, and the cen- 
tury of progress and well-being. In her 
maturity she was the ideal constitutional 
sovereign. The Prince of Wales has had his 
tastes, friends, and court. Even if he de- 
sired to efface himself and to follow the ex- 
ample of his mother, his sex would render 
the step more difficult. The death of the 
Queen will be, probably, in more than one 
domain the signal for grave changes. It 
is the end’ of an era.” 


ITALY’S OFFICIAL EXPRESSIONS. 


Parliament and Ministry in Rome Unite 
in Tribute of Condolence for 
England. 


ROME, Jan. 21.—In the Italian Senate to- 
day General Count Giuseppe du Sonnaz, 


commanding the army corps, recalled the 


“warm friendship and sympathy that have 
always united the governments of Great 
Britain and Italy, and moved that the Sen- 
ate should ask for information officially 
regarding the condition of Queen Victoria 
and should express heartfelt wishes for her 
recovery.””

BERLIN, Jan. 21.—The Foreign office hat 
received information since Emperor Wi 
fam’s arrival at Osborne House that the com 
dition of the Queen is hopeless.

‘PARIS, Jan. 21.—The Chamber of Deputies 
today gave its indorsement to the govern- 
ment’s position on the law of associations 
(the bill striking at the religious orders) by 
a vote of 298 to 226. This action was taken 
after a speech by the Premier, M. Waldeck- 
Rousseau, and an exciting debate in the 
Chamber. 

There was a brilliant assembly present 
when the Deputies met, in view of Count 
Albert de Mun, Conservative, and M. Wal- 
deck-Rousseau, the Premier, two of the 
finest ae of the Chamber, being an- 
nounced to speak. 

Count de Mun reproached M. Waldeck- 
Rousseau with denouncing the milliard of 
France belonging to the religious congrega- 
tions as an economic peril in order to re- 
yive the ancient dread of monastic wealth 
and serfdom, which long since had disap- 
peared. 

Holds Monastic Wealth Not Great. 

Moreover, the Count said, this sum was 
grossly exaggerated in order to create a 
greater impression.

DON SUNDAY PROF. HLISHA GRAY DEAD. 


POPE FAGES HIS ENEMIES, 


PONTIFF NOT DECEIVED AS TO IN- 
TENT OF FRANCE. 


Has Long Seen Impending Storm Which 
Has Taken Form in Proposed Bill in 
Chamber of Deputies to Regulate 
Religious Associations — Waldeck- 
Rousseau a Power of Importance— 
Leo Will Not Accept Compromise 
and Means to Hold to His Policy. 


[Foreign Correspondence of The Chicago 
Tribune. ]

ROME, Dec. 29.—The bill on religious as- 
sociaticns in France is the cause of great 
uneasiness and anxiety. Ever since the be- 
ginning of the Dreyfus case the Holy See has 
gaugec with infinite tact its diplomatic func- 
tion in the whole body of French affairs. 
Though the Vatican was enlightened and 
well informed about the origin, the charac- 
ter, and the objects of the anarchy, the Pope 
has shown a merciful reserve, and has op- 
posed to all traps a calm, imperturbable 
front. In spite of its prudent conduct and 
calm firmness, Rome saw at the end of the 
affair the anti-clerical thunderbolt. Some 
day, perhaps, we shali know the amount 
of sagacity and pacifying action employed 
throughout by Leo XIII. to put off the settle- 
ment of accounts. 

The hour seems to beathand. What press- 
ing skill and apostolic care the Holy Father 
has brought into play to ward off the out- 
break of the storm I shall tell. some day. 
Leo XIII. has no illusions of any sort about 
the drama which is beginning. It is the final 
attack on the policy of appeasement. The 
attack is both against religious peace in the 
interior and foreign action and against the 
sum total of Roman interests. The breach 
of the religious peace is the sign of the dis- 
appearance of the last French foreign priv- 
ileges, whether at Rome or in the Orient. 


Affair of Deep Importance. 


The recoil of this *‘ kulturkampf”’ against 
the congregations would bring about through 
the close connection of the causes a remark- 
able evolution in the relations of the papacy 
with the powers. The new position taken 
by the Holy See would bring about an incal- 
culable displacement of. forces on the chess 
board of politics. On account of the adhe- 
sion and “particular friendship’’ of the 
Pope for France, and of the close, perma- 
nent collaboration which were offered to the 
republic, and which the latter, therefore, 
rejected, the great and solemn debate of the 
House on the bill assumes at once the char- 
acter of universal importance. 

Such ts the historical nature of the French 
religious question. 

What disturbs the Holy See is the fact 
that M. Waldeck-Rousseau is a living enig- 
ma. It is not known how far his views ex- 
tend, whether he will check action against 
the congregations or whether he will put 
through at once the law against the religious 
communities. Consequently, the outcome 
of the discussion is not known. Will it 
drag or will it be rushed through? Noone 
can tell. For some days past it has looked 
as though the government were less violent 
than at the beginning. There is a lull. 
From the mode of procedure it looks as if 
M. Waldeck-Rousseau, the President of the 
Council, who has the absolute say in these 
matters, will insist on the rejection*of the 
plan of.separation, by which means the fina] 
decision of the question would be put off 
to a pretty indefinite period. 


Jesuits Marked for Sacrifice. 


On the basis of a hostile intervention 
against the religious communities, it seems 
as if the government intends to make a

As concerns the other religious 
communities, an arrangement with Rome 
would determine their legal existenge. It 
would be an endeavor to extend the con- 
cordat. In the shadow of the parliamentary 
proceedings, a bilateral agreement would be 
made, and upon the “attack’’ would be 
built a *‘ reconstruction.””

Giuseppe Verdi, the celebrated Italian com- 
poser, is suffering. The Secolo of this city 
says the malady is congestion of the brain. 
It asserts that at 9 o’clock yesterday (Mon- 
day) morning he had been unconscious for 
six hours and that the doctors are still in 
consultation. 

A bulletin issued at 9 o’clock last evening 
said: 

‘* Acute troubles in the lobes of the brain 
have deadened sensibility and his condition 
is serious.’’ 

Sig. Verdi was taken ill shortly after his 
return from a drive, and was found in his 
room unconscious.

Is Stricken by Heart Disense in Suburb 
‘ of Boston, Where His Experiments 
in Submarine Signaling Are in 
Progress—Originator of Many Use- 
ful Devices and Credited by Scien- 
tists with the Honor of Being th 
Discoverer of Telephony.

‘Professor Elisha Gray, Ph. D., L.L. D., a 
Chevalier in the Legion of Honor of France, 
and one of this country’s most prominent. 
electrical inventors, died suddenly on Sunday 
at the residence of Mrs. Delia B. Kyle, 63) 
Otis street, Newtonville, Mass., a suburb of 
Boston. Heart disease was the cause of 
‘death. : 

Professor Gray, whose home was in Hfgh- 
land Park, had been living at 82 Huntington 
avenue, Boston, the last two.years, where he 
had given much of his time to assisting Ar- 
thur J. Mundy, a Boston man, in perfecting 
the latter’s invention of a submarine signal- 
ing device. The body will be brought to Chi- 
cago for burial. 

Besides his widow and son, David E., 

fessor Gray leaves three other children— 

rs. W. C. Stubbs of Cleveland, O., Mrs. 

Charles ‘S. Everitt of Highland Park, and 
Edward E. Gray of Hinsdale, Ill. 

Elisha Gray was born in Barnesville, Bel- 
mont County, O., on Aug. 2, 1833, and was 
of Quaker origin. In his|youth he mapifested 
an unusual interest in mechanies while work- 
ing as a carpenter's apprentice. He entered 
Oberlin College at the age of 21, and devoted 
all of his spare time to the study of natural 
philosophy during the five years he remained 
in the college. ; 

Electricity attracted his attention first 
when he was 30 years old, and from that time 
he applied himself to the scientific and prac- 
tical development of the subject. His la- 
bors were crowned with many successes. 
Among the inventions for which he is given 
the credit by scientists is the telephone, al- 
though the pecuntary emoluments of the 
patent went to Professor Bell. The litigation 
over the right to the patent attracted wide 
attention, and resulted in a triumph for Pro- 
fessor Gray, it being shown that he filed an 
application for a patent on Feb. 14, 1876, de- 


mitting vocal sounds telegraphically.”’ 

In 1867 Professor Gray perfected his first 
invention, a self-adjusting relay. Two years 
later he formed the firm of Gray & Barton at 
Cleveland, dealing in electrical supplies and 
manufacturing electrical apparatus. He 
there invented the typewriting telegraph, the 
telegraph repeater, the’ telegraphic switch, 
the annunciator system, and several other de- 
vices. During the years 1878-1875 he turned 
his attention to developing the system of 
“‘electro-harmonic telegraphy’’ for the 
transmission of sounds over the telegraph 
wire. He succeeded in sending over a wire 
500 miles long nine different messages at the 
same moment, each having a distinct note 
and each capable of being taken off at any 
number of intermediate points by tuning the 
receiver to the keynote on which it was trans- 
mitted. 

One of Professor Gray’s recent inventions 
was the telautograph, an instrument designed 
for reproducing writing. pictures, drawings, 
or any other product of the pen by transmis- 
sion over a telegraph wire. 

Professor Gray’s latest and -perhaps his 
greatest invention from the standpoint of 
practicability is the system of submarine 
wireless telephdny, upon which he was work- 
ing to bring to perfection at the time of his 
death. This Syptem, the original idea of 
which was furnished by Arthur J. Mundy, 
is designed to prevent collisions at sea be- 
tween vessels, transmit warnings from dan- 
gerous points on shore to vessels in their vi- 
cinity, insure safe entrance to harbors, and 
supply a method of telegraphy between war- 
ships which will be of incalculable value in 
time of battle.

KEEP SMALLPOX FROM SCHOOLS 


Health Officers Take Extreme Precau- 
tions—Two Police Stations Fumi- 
gated on Account of New Cases. 


Extreme precautions have been adopted 
by the Board of Education to prevent the 
introduction of smallpox into the public 
schools. President Harris said last night 
parents might send their children without 
fear unless notified of danger in particular 
Icealities. The seventh grade in the Tilden 
School was closed yesterday because of a 
case of smallpox in the family of a pupil. 
Over 100 pupils are now excluded from the 
schools because of smallpox in their neigh- 
borhoods. 

Rooms at the Oak Ridge School which were 
attended by Clifford and Lucy Lindman of 
the Marlborough Flats, have been disin- 
fected, and at the Scammon School, the engi- 
neer, Fred Almbaad, was relieved from duty 
temporarily, Superintendent Bodine learning 
that the man lived at 53 Ada street. 

Two police stations required fumigating 
during the day, Central detail and Maxwell 
street. In the morning a man giving his 
name as Joseph Harris walked into Central 
Detail Station and said he thought he had 
smallpox. He was sent to the rear of the 
station, and in the afternoon health officers 
came and said he had a severe form of the 
disease. He came to Chicago from Elgin in 
the morning on a Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul passenger train, and walked through 
cars and.depots, brushing against hundreds 
of people. 

A lodger at the Maxwell Street Station, 
Edward, Lee, developed a case of smallpox 
and was sent to the Isolation Hospital. Many 
lodgers and policemen were exposed. 

Daniel McDonald, suffering from small- 
pox in an incipient stage, walked into the 
court at the County Hospital, and was im- 
mediately observed by the attendants and 
taken to the Isolation Hospital. 


BORE INTO A GREAT GEYSER. 


Earthquake Closes Orifice at Steamboat 
Springs, Nev., but Owners Strike 
Another Gusher. 


Reno, Nev., Jan. 21.—[Special.]—Steamboat 
Springs, in the days of the Comstock the 
ecene of great mining deals, fell into evil 
Ways several weeks ago. An earthquake 
visited the springs and the principal orifice 
was closed. This geyser supplied steam and 
hot water for the resort, and its sudden dis- 
appearance nearly put a quietus on the oid 
resort. The owners attempted to blast out 
the orifice without success and then began 
boring a well at another point. Yesterday 
a blast of steam scattered the boring ap- 
paratus and a column of water rose fifty feet 
in the air. The geyser is playing with undi- 
minished force. A great cloud of steam can 
be seen from Reno, twelve miles away.

and Washington boulevard. An attempt had 
been made to take possession of the alley 
without permission, and the effort to lag 
tracks in the night was stopped by the police. 
Although two attempts were made to secure 
the passage of the grant by the Council, both 
failed. 
- Alderman Brenner presented his order to 
have so much of the tunnels removed as in- 
terfered with free navigation of the river, it 
being his argument that the traction com- 
pany would speedily lower the tunnels if it 
found them in danger. The order narrowly 
escaped being placed on file, but finally was 
sent to committee. 

Alderman Nelson, in explaining the purpose 
of his order for more quent and smaller 
trains, said: i 

**For some time it seemed unwise to pre- 
sent this order, for the reason that franchise 
extension was likely to come up. That ques- 
tion seems far away now, and this reform 
is one which is necessary. By equipping 
each car with motive power the companies 
can and will be obliged to run cars at fre- 
quent intervals, and on the cable cars there 
will not be the jerking of the grip.”’ 


Measures for the Legislature. 


Three measures to be sent to the State 
Legislature with the support of the Council 
for their passage were adopted, being a bill 


\for the consolidation of city and county, a 
bill granting authority for the regulation of | 
gas rates, and a bill for a new special assess- | 


ment law, including the reorganization of the 
Board of Local Improvements. 

In addition to these measures the Council 
reéactgd the anti-bill board ordinance as in- 
troduced by Alderman Patterson, it being 
provided that all sign boards, with certain 
exemptions, within 200 feet of parks or boule- 
vards be. condemned as nuisances. The ex- 
ceptions are small signs for the sale of the 
property upon which they are located. With- 
in thirty days it will be mandatory upan the 
Commissioner of Buildings to destroy all 
boards prohibited by the ordinance. 


City and County Consolidation. 

The measure for city and county consoli- 
dation was offered by Alderman Blake, 
Twenty-sixth Ward, as a substitute for the 
justice-shop reform bill presented by the 
State Legislation committee. It asks that 
no action of the General Assembly be bind- 
ing until it has been ratified by a majority 
of the voters of the county at a separate 
election. It is further provided that in case 
of consolidation the debt of Cook County 
shall be taken up by the new County of 
Chicago, and that all public buildings owned 
by Cook County shall be the property of the 
County of Chicago. It ig specified that the 
State Legislature may provide for the abo- 
lition of justice courts within either the 
County of Chicago or the County of Cook, 
and that local or district courts may be 
substituted therefor. The General Assem- 
bly is to provide for the subordinate local 
government of districts within the limits 
of the city. 

“The bill for the regulation of gas rates 
granted full power to town boards or the 
City Council to regulate the price of gas, it 
being provided that if the corporation feels 
aggrieved it may contest in the Circuit Court. 


Special Assessment Plan Adopted. 

The special assessment law was adopted as 
presented by the Special Assessment com- 
mittee, of which Alderman £idmann is chair- 
man. A reorganization of the Board of 
Local Improvements is contemplated, it be- 
ing provided that it shall consist of the Su- 
perintendent of Special Assessments and 
four citizens to be appointed by the Mayor. 
Other provisions of the law will change the 
method of spreading and collecting of assess- 
ments. It is provided that no collections 
shall be made until the second day of Janu- 
ary following the completion and acceptance 
of the improvement. Interest is not to begin 
until the date of completion and acceptance. 
The City Treasurer is to be compelled to keep 
a separate account with each warrant. 

The Council voted to build a pontoon bridge 
at Canal street and to lease space in the city 
conduits for telephone and electric wires 
to private companies upon the payment of 
specified rental. Alderman Jackson intro- 
duced an ordinance directing the Superin- 
tendent of Police to supply policemen for 
special detail to persons willing to pay for 
them, and to take the men from the civil 
service eligible lists. 

Mayor Harrison submitted an ordinance 
to create a bureau of satistics to furnish 
data concerning Chicago. The measure was 
supported by merchants. It was referred. 

The Mayor signed the Goldzier “ anti-ex- 
pectoration’’ ordinance, and it became a 
law, being in force now. 


WILL FIGHT THE ORDINANCE. 


Cc. L. Bonney, Counsel for the Company, 
Says the Mayor Is Influenced by 
Political Motives. 


IC. L. Bonney, general counsel for the Chi- 
cago General company, said last night: 

‘‘So far as a measure of that kind is con- 
cerned, it is a question for the courts and 
not for the Council.. The’ Mayor's action is 
purely a political one. He will not make 
anything out of it. He has played politics 
with our company during his whole admin- 
istration and we have antagonized him. I 
think the other companies are behind him 


‘inthis matter. We willignore this ordinance. 


The compensation clause in our franchise 
was repealed a year after the original ordi- 
nance was passed in 1892. So far asthe car 
tax is concerned, it is the business of the 
city to tell us what we owe. Although Iam 
a Democrat I will have fun with this Demo- 
ratic.administration in this case.

Frank H. Sellers, receiver for the com- 
pany, said: “ Nothing has surprised me 
more than this announcement of the Coun- 
cil action on the Chicago General railway.

DENEEN ON CITY'S CRIME. 


DECLARES CHICAGO IS BAD, BUT 
REFORMS MUST BE GRADU 


State’s Attorney Addresses the Congre- 
gational Club, Relating the Dificul- 
ties Encountered in Attempts to 
Convict Well-Known Criminals— 
Mayor Harrison Responsible for Ex- 
isting Conditions, Says William 
Kent. 


* Chi enjoys an indecent preéminence 
in crime,”’ declared State’s Attorney Charles 
S. Deneen, in speaking on ‘“‘ The Problem of 
Dealing with Vice in Great Cities,’ before 
the Chicago Congregational club at the Pal- 
mer House last evening. 

The speaker supported his statement with 
statistics, showing that crime is more ram- 
pant in Chicago than in London, Paris, New 
York, or any of the great cities. 

“I do not believe we can change from a bad 
city to a good city in one election, two elec- 
tions, or three elections, or in one genera- 
tion,”” he said, “‘ but we can throw safe- 
guards around poor. weak human nature 
and make it better gradually.”’ 


vice observed by him in his capacity as pros- 
ecutor, and related some of the difficulties 
encountered in the attempt to secure the 
conviction of well-known criminals. He 
closed with the statement that he might add 
other observations and experiences, but that 
he might be lacking in legal proof. 


Two Anti-Vice Suggestions. 

Samuel S. Rogers offered these suggestions, 
which he declared should be borne in mind 
4n the effort to rid a city from vice: 

** The exercise of the power to suppress vice 
is not a political question. i 

** The municipal administration of Chicago 
or any other city is the kind ofa city govern- 
mént that a composite public sentiment de- 
mands.’’ 

Mr. Rogers argued that the government of 
Chicago is as good as the people want it, 
and appealed for a proper public sentiment 
for the support of public officials. 


Blames Police and Mayor. 

‘‘ Intolerable conditions now exist in Chi- 
cago,” said William Kent, the next speak- 
er. ‘“* The same old names bob up daily 
in the police courts, charged with the same 
old crimes, and we hear the Mayor t ng 
in dulcet tones of our cosmopolitan city.” 

Mr. Kent charged'\the police of the city 
with being in league with the criminal 
classes, and named Mayor Harrison as the 
responsible head of the policeforce. Hesug- 
gested that the city license porch climbers, 
pickpockets, holdup men, and vagrants so 
long as they were “ given license by the po- 
lice.’”’ 

Arthur Burrage Farwell recited his expe 
riences in the fight waged by the Hyde Park 
Protective association against the violators 
of the liquor ordinances, and a resolution 
was passed opposing the repeal of the mid- 
night closing ordinance.

CHECK ON THE VICE INQUIRY. 


Judge Smith Tells Grand Jury to Make 
No “Impracticable and Idiotit’’ 
. Investigations. 


Judge Abner Smith yesterday charged the 
January grand jury not to undertake any 
impracticablé hunts after big game so long 
as any of the regular docket of criminal cases 
remains to be considered. After the docket 
had been disposed of, he said, the jury could 
read the recommendation left by the De- 
cember jury, and if the members found any- 
thing deserving of their serious considera- 
tion they might devote the remainder of 
their two weeks to it. 

The warning of the court to abstain from 
any impracticable inquiries was taken as a 
caustic reference to the investigations into 
local conditions begun by the two former 
juries and left uncompleted 

‘‘ Under the law it is my duty to instruct 
you to give especial attention to what is 
known as the bucket-shop statute,”’ said 
Judge Smith, ‘and I am informed that 
there are evidences of jury bribing, to which 
I desire to call your attention, and b hope 
no effort will be spared on your part to ferret 
out and bring to trial any who are guilty 
of this most dangerous and, I believe, some- 
what prevalent crime. 

‘‘T am informed that a long list of cases 
awaits your consideration, and I trust you 
will be confronted with sufficient business 
to occupy your whole attention for the brief 
period of two weeks during which you will 
remain on duty, and that you will have no oc- 
casion to search through the city for addi- 
tional work. 

‘‘In case, however, you shall find your- 
selves out of material for a full term of work 
I would suggest that you examine the 
recommendations made to you by the last 
grand jury relative to the investigations into 
the crimes in this city. But do not under- 
stand from this that I urge or instruct you 
to embark in any impractial or idiotic hunt- 
to discover evidence which there can be no 
hope of securing in your limited term of 
service. 

‘‘First deal with the evidence of crime 
which is already collected and awaits your 
consideration, and when you have finished 
that you may apply to the court for further 
orders. 

‘In a great city like this there can be little 
expected of a grafid jury beyond the work 
which may be brought tothem. It is imprac- 
tical and unreasonable to expect you to scour 
a great city with a searchlight hunting for 
crime which citizens neglect or refuse to 
point out to you.” 

Judge Smith appointed Horace Tucker fore- 
man of the new jury. Mr. Tucker is chair- 
man of the Chicago and St. Louis Traffic as- 
sociation and formerly was in the traffic 
department of the Illinois Central railroad. 
He was superintendent of admissions dur- 
ing the World's Fair.

ASK FOR TRANSFER OF PERRY. 


Petition to Give Lieutenant Command 
at Hegewisch as Field Suited to 
His Talents. 


A petition was placed in circulation yes- 
terday, the signers of which ask for the 
transfer of Lieutenant George Perry of 
Central Detective headquarters to the Hege- 
wisch precinct in the interest of the move- 
ment which has materialized for securing 
more efficiency among the members of Cap- 
tain Colleran’s staff.

' Merchants, ministers, and saloon proprie- 
tors joined in battle over saloon regulations 
yesterday before the Judiciary committee 
of thé City Council, with the result that the 
commfttee last evening recommended to the 
Council that the midnight closing law be 
not repealed. . 

An ordinance intended to be supplemen 
to present laws was submitted and deferred 
for publication. The fight over its adoption 
will come next week. 

The new law proposes to retain the mid- 
night closing requirement. In addition, it is 
intended to hedge saloons with still more 
regulations, so that if adopted the Mayors 
attempt for a more liberal administration 
will end in stricter requirements. Women 
of ‘‘reputed immoral character’ will be 
barred from saloons, and the serving of 
liquor in restaurant winerooms will be re- 
stricted, it not being permissible to serve 
to less than, four persons, and then only 
with meals, ~ 


Both Sides Are Heard. 

While the committee was debating the 
provisions of the proposed law representa- 
tives of the interests which have been work- 
ing for and against the repeal of the closing 
ordinance were heard. Before the Aldermen 
had reached conclusions the arguments be- 
tween the ministers and the saloon men had 
become personal and were directed not at tha 
members of the committee, but at each other. 

James Hay, with a delegation from the 
Knights of the Royal Arch, represented the

Tilt Before Committee. 

‘“‘The saloon men have rights in this mat- 
ter,” said Mr. Hay.; *“‘ They have as great 
rights as the churchés. It has been admitted 
by a minister that the saloons give more in 
charity than the churches. They also pay 
taxes and they pay special licenses. At least, 
they bear more burdens than the churches. 
How many churehes help the women of the 
street in Chicago?’ 

‘Any number,” said the ministers in 
chorus. 

** How many women have they helped?” he 
continued, ; 

“As man as have sought help,” said Mr. 
Brushingham. 

“The saloon at least pays taxes,”’ said the 
saloonman. 

“That is not the issue,” said the Rev. Mr. 
Vance. “ It has been called up, howexer, and 
it is just as well to remind the persons Were 


ting it should. It is equitable that the men 
who fill the houses of correction, the peniten- 
tlaries, the poorhouses, and the places of re- 
form, who make laws hard to enact and more 
difficult to enforce, should bear a special 
burden. We may grant that the saloon busi- 
ness may be reputable, but it is the only busi- 
ness which by its nature makes criminals. 
It is the only business which asks the cover 
of night that it may be conducted.” 

Mr. Vance said that it was not as a minis- 
ter, but as a citizen that he spoke, as he pre- 
sented the business-men who had come to the 
committee meeting in the interests of the 
midnight closing law. 

“It is the first timé that many of them 
have ever been inside the City Hall,” he said. 


Citizens Rather than Ministers. 
The ministers endeavored to make it plain 
that no prejudice against the saloon was the 
basis for their efforts in behalf of the law. 
“It is simply in the interest of the good 
name of Chicago,” they said. 
After Alderman Novak had attempted to 
secure amendments to the law and had failed 
it was voted to send it to the Council, which 


‘was done last night. 


_Action on the proposed ordinance will 
come next week, when it is expected that an 
effort will be made to repeal the midnight 
closing law or to extend the hour of closing.

an edible oil, and one which, nearer than 
any other known vegetable oil, has the gen- 
eral properties of the oil of the olive. 

It is palatable and makes, without refin- 
ing, a delicious salad dressing. The residue 
oil cakes have a high nutritive value, quite 
equal if not superior to flaxseed and cotton- 
seed cakes. Even after the extraction of 
the oil by pressure it is extremely rich in 
nitrogenous matter. ' 

Professor Wiley encourages the growth of 
sunflowers to a much greater extentin this 


country than at present, saying that in Rus- | * 


sia, where the numerous religious fasts re- 
stricting the use of meat lead to a large con- 
sumption of vegetable oils and oily foods, 
the sunflower seed has become aimost a sta- 
ple article of diet. It is eaten raw or roast- 
ed, as peanuts arein America, but much more 
extensively. 

Between 1830 and 1840 sunflower oil began 
to be manufactured on a commercial scale 
in the southern provinces of Russia, and 
since that time a series of important indus- 
tries based on the production of oil and oil 
cake has been developed there. 

By study of the reports received by the 
numerous correspondents of the division of 
statistics and chemistry in different’ parts 
of the United States; it is found that the 
sunflower grows best for commercial pur- | ¢ 
poses in Kansas, Missouri, and the Ohio 
Valley. Many other parts of the country 
are, however, suited to the growth of this 
plant, and, as a rule, the soil best adapted 
to the growth of Indian corn produces the 
best crop of sunflowers. 

From his large correspondence Profes- 
sor Wiley has found that though sunflowers 
are growh quite extensively in many parts 
of this country it is aJmost exclusively, if 
not entirely, consumed for feeding birds 
and poultry, and in some instances for me- 
dicinal purposes or for cattle and horses. 
Large quantities of seed are now imported , 
yearly to this country, and by a recent find- 
ing they are free from duty, as they are 
used entirely for feeding poultry and cattle, 
being classified as flower seed.

Sarah Bernhardt received an enthu- 
siastic welcome last night at the Illinois 
Theater from a large and representative au- 
dience. Her reappearance in Chicago after 
a long absence in that much heralded tri- 
umph of Rostand’s pen, “ L’Aiglon,” was 
another crowning event in the history of the 
new playhouse, and the second in importance 
of the actress’ appearances in this country. 
More persons might have found seats, but 
the financial and social aspect of the initial 
performance was lacking in no respect. ' 

A surprise was in store for the late arrivals 
those who were led to believe that the di- 
vine Sarah would not attach so much to the 
Item to punctuality. The curtain went up 
precisely at six minutes past 8 o’clock, when 
the theater was not half filled. Asa result 
the lobby was crowded while the first act 
progressed, and scores missed the satisfac- 
tion of seeing the actress make her first ap- 
pearance on the stage. 

Mme. Bernhardt’s entrance was generous- 
ly applauded. Old theater-goers who recalled 
her former visits to Chicago found a source 
for wonder in her youthful looks and actions 
as she strode with masculine step into the 
center of the gay throng at the Ch&ateau de

edge the greeting from the audience. 

The reception was a decorous one, coming 
as an interruption to the action of the play.

received the reward they so abundantly 
‘earned during the evening. The outburst 
ame after their wonderful scene on the field 
of Wagram. 

' There had been applause before, and cur- 
tain calls after every act, but the growing 
feeling had been obliged to toil over hillocks 
‘reared by the difficulty the majority of audi- 
tors had in following the spoken French. Its 
growth, however, was steady and when the 
two great players showed the stricken eaglet 
‘and the dying, faithful grenadier on the plain, 
made famous by a Napoleon victory, each 
hearer seemed to make a persondl surrender 
‘of his emotions and to care nothing for the 
doings ef the neighbor he had _ covertly 
watched since the performance began. 

As the curtain descended on the view of 
the fantasy-wrought Eaglet charging his. 
own regiment there was a moment’s silence— 
the silence in which one takes breath. 
Then the applause rolled out, simply hand- 
clapping at first, until the curtain rose to 
disclose M. Coquelin beside the actress. The 
taste of his sudden rising from the dead was 
not questioned. He was wanted for himself, 
though his grenadier was dead. 

The cry of “ Bravo” does not sound ofte 
in an American theater, but it sounded 
then.

The deter- 
mination as well as the restlessness of the 
spirit was shown by the refusal to yield to 
the invitation to seek the imperial crown 
until study had expanded his mind. The 
dramatic force of the act dwelt in the de- 
clamatory scene in which the Duke routed 
his teachers of history by reciting the glori- 
ous deeds of his father. Not until this mo- 
ment did the acting appear really to make an 
appeal to the audience. - 

After that the striking scenes followed each 
other too closely to allow interest to flag. In 
the reading of the play it seemed that the 
long, though beautiful, speeches might clog 
the action, but the performance illuminated 
the understanding. Those speeches fell either 
to Mme. Bernhardt or M. Coquelin and they 
became apart of the action. 

The toy soldier scene in the second act was 
admirably done, and M. Coquelin’s part in it 
was a revelation. In every scene in which 
he had a portion the same could said. He 
instilled a humor of which the lines them- 
selves barely hinted, and yet its.coming was 
not an intrusion into the most sober of the 
episodes. The delicacy of his art bore him 
along that narrow line which borders be- 
tween the humorous and pathetic without 
once forcing him to step on the wrong side. 
His Flambeau was something more than ap- 


pealing, something more superbly 
artistic; he was. lovable, and once seen he 
will not be forgotten. : 


‘The third act was bountiful of opportuni- 
ties for «both players. The mummery by 
which Flambeau made the coldly calm Met- 
ternich believe himself in some _ strange 
dream was lightsome, and his exit was 
an odd mixture of dignity anddrollery. This 
act. brought the cruel mirror scene, in which 


Metternich forced the Eaglet to look upon 


his own weaknesses. ‘ Both by M. Desjardin 
and Mme. .Bernhardt it was played with a 
force. which mounted high without going be- 
yond bounds of realism. 

The ghost scene on the field of Wagram 
witnessed the most even division of honors 
between the two players. The part of either 
in it was that made possible by genius; to 
say which deserved more -would be impossi- 
ble. -M. Coquelin’s death scene in its way 
was as good as that of Mme. Bernhardt in 
the concluding act, while Mme. Bernhardt 
assumed madness without the burden of its 
usual -hysteria. 

Perhaps the play has not received the at- 
tention it deserved. It is a great poetic 
drama, deserving of the author of ‘“‘ Cyrano 
de-Bergerac,’’ and so different that compari- 
son is futile. Its fundamental defect is that 
it has been created from nothing. It is hard 
to give the substance of reality and the vi- 
tality of sympathy to a personage who lacks 
both. The real Duke of Reichstadt was not 
made of the material from which M. Rostand 
evolved his boy Hamlet. In his short, use- 
jess life he did nothing to deserve the effort 
at the perpetuation of his memory. His lit- 
erary and dram@tic counterpart is therefore 
artificial, whic 
depends upon the vitality and the sympathy 
his impersonator can supply. Mme. Bern- 
hardt has supplied it, hence victory. Few 
will believe that “* L’Aiglon ’’ will come from 
library shelves once she places it upon them. 

The performance last night was notable for 
unity and for perfection of stage manage- 
ment. The mounting also was historically 
correct and of unusual beauty. It should 
perhaps be said that the acted play is not the 
written play entire.

Mme. Bernhardt drove directly to the hotel 
from her private car, the Olivette, at 8 o’clock 
in the morning. The train came in two hours 


earlier, but her car was side-tracked and she 


was not disturbed. She’ descended from the 
car in good temper, and nothing more than a 
gesture of impatience escaped her when she 
saw that her cabriolet of the yellow whee!s 
was not awaiting her. 

Her dignified French coachman seemed 
more put out than she, but he climbed to his 
seat with the air of making the best of a bad 
situati He never had been in Chicago 
before, but he took the reins from the foot- 
man’s hands ag if he had no need of advice or 
geographical knowledge. He scarcely looked 
at the footman any time during the ride, but 
that worthy had received advance coaching, 
and merely lifted his arm and pointed the di- 
rection to be taken. 

The route led across the Adams street 
bridge and down the street to Franklin, which 
was followed south to Jackson boulevard, 
and that thoroughfare in turn to Michigan 
‘avenue and the hotel. 


’ ‘Why She Shuns Public Carriages. 


‘The actress sought her rooms at once. 
They overlooked the lake and seemed to 
please her. Breakfast and the-remaining 
meals of the day were served to her there. 
She slept for several hours during the day, 
but before retiring she sent to ask if there 
were new discoveries concerning the fate 
of her cabriolet. She was told nothing had 
been learned. Late in the afternoon, when 
she roused herself to prepare for her even- 
ing’s labor, the same query was sent both 
to the theater and to Manager Marcus Mayer. 

This time a load was lifted from her mind, 
for at 3 o’clock the flat car bearing the 
cabriolet was reported at the Pennsylvania 
freight station.

Bernhardt Talks of Chicago. 


Sitting in a low chair which gave her a 
view of the chilly appearing lake she drew 
her loose gown closer about her. Neither in 
tint of hair nor in the contour of face did she 
appear to have been touched heavily by age 
since her last Chicago coming. 

** I came to Chicago for the first time,”’ she 
said, ‘‘in 1881, and while here I played ‘ Caé 
mille,’ *‘ Adrienne Lecouvreur,’ and ‘ Frou 
Frou.’ Neither then nor at any time since has 
Chicago refused to like any of my offerings, 
and I return appreciation. 

*“*I hope to please again through ‘ L’Aig- 
lon,’ the work of a.poet whose genius [I 
adore. Rostand is the national pott of 
France. In ‘Cyrano de Bergerac’ he cre- 
ated an admirable character, but it is natural 
for me, the actress, to think more of the 
character of L’Aigion. Theson of Napoleon 
was less easily pictured. It is hard to tell 
poetically the life of an unfortunate child.”’ 


The actress dismissed the topic of Mr. Gross | 


with a shrug of her shoulders. Of Rostand 
she could not say enough. 

‘**He is writing two more plays for me,” 
she continued. ‘In one of them M. Coque- 
lin will appear with me. One of them will be 
called ‘Le Theatre.’ In neither one of them 
will I appear as a boy or man. In ‘ Le The- 
atre’ I am to portray a great actress, and 
will try to express her life, its happiness, and 
its miseries. It will not be personal except 
as I may feel for her and her conditions.”’ 

Mme. Bernhardt denied that she took 
‘‘Hamlet ’’ from her list of pieces owing to 
public inappreciation. 

**T could not rehearse for it properly,’’ she 
said,{*‘ along with other plays. I did notcare 
to do it artistic harm through carelessness. 
So I will not play it again in this country.” 


- Coquelin Sees the Town. 

M. Coquelin did everything that Mme. Bern- 
hardt did not. He went to the Auditorium 
in a common cab, registéred as an ordinary 
individual, asked questions in musical 
French-English when he wanted information, 
and looked after himself without aid from 
manager or servant. His valet accompanied 
him, but his care was the baggage and not 
his master. 

He also chose a room overlooking Lake 
Michigan, but he did not occupy it until late 
in the afternoon. He spent the morning in 
unobtrusively flattening out the stigmas Hen- 
ry B. Fuller has been throwing at Chicago. 
For this Parisian, this true artist, after a 
joyful forenoon at the Art Institute sang 
its praises and that. of the Chicago spirit 
which made its being possible. 

“Never outside of my own France,” he 
said delightedly in the afternoon, “ have I 
seen French art more nobly represented than 
in this Art Museum of yours.”’ - 


Speaks English Fairly Well. 


M. Coquelin says he has no English, but he 
must mean accent and grammar, for he can 
speak sentence after sentence in purest Eng- 
lish form, though with odd pronunciation. 
It is only when he becomes excited that the 
short, business-man looking player fs obliged 
to return to French. ; 

With graceful gesture he proceeded: “I 
saw this morning the most superb Corot 
landscape upon which leverseteyes. It was 
in your grand museum. Whichever way I 
turned I saw the work of my own dear 
friends of France. And Iwas happy.” 

He did not say it, but his manner showed 
he did not think there was any art other 
than French art. 

His liking for Chicago was proof against 

‘even his dislike for a Chicagoan, Mr. Gross. 

*T do not know the man,” he said, “ and I 
do not want to know him. He cannot have 
any interest in trying to use courts of which 
I know nothing to make trouble for me. I 
have nothing to do with ‘Cyrano de Ber- 

erac’ except that I play it. Chicago may 
fook upon this man as a genius; I do not know 
anything. except that his claims about M. 
Rostand taking his beautiful play from some 
piece he wrote is ridiculous. M. Rostand 
narrated the contents of ‘Cyrano’ to me in 
1894, the year after I returned from my sec- 
ond American tour. In the same way he has 
told me the story of the play he Is now writ- 
ing for me and Mme. Bernhardt, the play we 
expect to produce in Paris in the spring. 

. “I admire M. Rostand, apd I like the role 


of Flambeau in ‘ L’Aiglon.’ The rdéle was 
written for me, though I was not able to ap- 
pear in it when the time came.”’ 


MUSIC AND THE DRAMA. 


Chimes of Normandy. 

Planquette’s ‘‘ Chimes of Normandy "” was 
revived last evening with good success by 
the Castle Square company at the Stude- 
baker. The performance moved with a 
smoothness unusual in a first night, the well- 
known melodies of the once-popular opera 
were given hearty welcome by the audience, 
and applause and curtain calls were abun- 
dant. 

Of the performers’ Frank Moulan as Gas- 
pard carried off first honors. The r6éle of the 
old miser is one essentially melodramatic, 
and therefore directly opposed to the style 
of character Mr. Moulan usually assumes. 
His success in the new line came then some- 
what in the nature of a surprise, and his ad- 
mirers were in no wise slow in paying him 
the tribute of hearty approval which his work 
in the test scene in the second act well mer- 
ited. 

Gertrude Quinlan was Serpolette and in the 
role of the roguish good-for-nothing found 
opportunity for effective display of those 
abilities and graces which have made her 
so established a favorite with Studebaker 
audiences. 

Reginald Roberts was in good vocal condi- 
tion, which means that his solos in the first 
and the last acts were enjoyable, and that 
his obligato in the quintet in act II. was one 
of the musically best incidents in the per- 
formance. Edwin Clarke, who was the Mar- 
quis, was also vocally well disposed, and 
were his breathing not so labored his singing 
would be agreeable to listen to. As it is, the 
visible effort detracts from the effect and 
wearies the auditor. 

Miss Berri made a rather large-sized Ger- 
maine, but sang well, although her voice 
sounded somewhat wearied. Arthur Wooley 
was a capital Baillee, and Mr. Meyers cre- 
ated laughter by his fooling as the Notary.

DENVER AND CLEVELAND 
TO HOLD RIVAL CAMPS. 


Grand Army Council’s Choice of Latter 
City for 1901 Meeting Results in a 
Division and Promise of Two Meets. 


St. Louis, Mo.,: Jan. 21.—Cleveland was 
selected today by the council of administra- 
tion of the Grand Army of the Republic for 
the next encampment, td be held the week 
of Sept. 9, 1901. Asa result representatives 
of Denver, Colo., formerly selected, -an- 
nounced that they intended to take up the 
matter with the various State departments 
and would also hold an encampment the 
second week of September. They claimed 
pledges of New York and Pennsylvania to 
attend their encampment. 

The meeting today was the result of the 
failure of Denver to satisfy the council atits 
December meeting of th ity’s ability to 
meet the requirements o one-cent per mile 
railroad rate. 

George C. Cook, who acted as spokesman 
for the Denver delegation, said 

“We have, as stated in our protest, se- 
cured the one-cent rate on all trunk lines 
from the Mississippi River points. That 
includes all the lines from Chicago, St. Louts, 
and St. Paul. We did not, itis true, secure 
a written pledge from a number of minor 
lines. 

‘* The fact that the other requireménts were 
met shows that on the railroad matter alone 
hung any excuse for our failure. These rates 
will be allowed to stand, however, and there 
will be an encampment in Denver this fall. 
The Pennsylvania department, as well as 
that of New York, has stated that it intends 
coming to Denver and so have other States.”’ 

Commander-in-Chief Rassieur was handed 
a copy of the statement issued by the Denver 
committee. The contents of the document 
resulted in the council considering it behind 
closed doors. Later the following was given 
out by Commander Rassieur, speaking for 
and with the sanction of the council: 

‘**IT have just read what emanates from 
the comrades representing Denver. Itis hard 
to believe that such a statement emanates 
from a good Grand Army comrade. Assum- 
ing that it does, I desire simply to state that 
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the Executive committee, “with the light bez, 


fore it and after having given Denver two 
hearings and weighing everything presented 
by it, decided that the next encampment of 
the G. A. R. should be held at Cleveland, O., 
Sept, 9, 1901. At that encampment this com- 
mittee will report the facts which let ir 
to the action taken, and every Grand Army 
comrade doubtless will approve heartily of 
that action. We have endeavored to do what 
is best for the Grand Army.”’

HANBERG TALKS OF ECONOMY. 


Suggests That County Commissioners 
Take a Vacation Without Pay— 
, New Plan for Dunning. 


At the meeting of the Board of County 
Commissioners yesterday afternoon Presi- 
dent Hanberg made another plea for re- 
trenchment. He presented a financial state- 
ment showing that the county’s floating in- 
debtedness on Dec. 1 last aggregated $224,240, 
aside from the bonded debt of $3,572,500. He 
suggested that the County Commissioners 
take a vacation this year “‘ without pay and 


turn the reduction thus effected into the 


County Treasury.”’ 

** We should live strictly within the means 
in sight,’’ said President Hanberg in his 
communication. ‘‘I do not believe that the 
County board should direct its efforts alone 
to reducing the salaries of clerks and office 
help.”’ 

Commissioner Hoffmann introduced a res- 
olution asking that one woman and two men 
physicians be appointed to the Dunning in- 
stitutions, along with eight internes, and the 
present force of: eight physicians dropped. 
A saving of $5,000 is expected to result. 

The board decided to allow a public hear- 
ing on March 25 on the petition asking that 
the Township of Lyons be divided. 

Another bill for injunction to restrain offi- 
cials of the Town of Lake from securing more 
than lawful remuneration for their services 
was filed in the Circuit Court by August Tid- 
holm. 


FIVE OFFICERS; TWO PRIVATES.

The Papal Rome in the Philadelphia 
Income, Ledger states that the 
Pope’s income for 1900 

amounted to $4,375,000, nearly two-thirds 
of which was income for securities and 
Peter's pence. The expense account of the 
Holy Father for the same year is figured 
at $1,090,000, of which $483,000 represents 
salaries. The remainder of the account in- 
cludes the expense of keeping up the 
Vatican, the repairs at St.: Peter’s, charities, 
and contingent expenditures and losses. 


The most notable item in this account is the 


personal expense of the Pope himself, which 
amounts to $2,500, showing that he lives a 
simple life. There will be a balance of over 
$3,000,000 to be added to the contingent fund 
which now amounts to over $30,000,000, a 
large part of which is in Amercian securi- 
ties. The satisfactory condition of fthe pa- 
pal income shows that Leo XIII. is a more 
thrifty man and a better financier than his 
predecessor.

People all over the civilized 
world are today using valuable inventions 
first coriceived in his ingenious brain, 
Scientists are generally inclined to give him 
the credit for being the real inventor of 
the telephone.

“ Municipal government ” means the exer- 
cise of governmental authority as it per- 
tains “‘to the local self-government or cor- 
porate government of a city or town.” 

The municipality of Chicago is estab- 


pose of doing at the common expense, as 
economically and efficiently as possible, cer- 
tain things which it is most desirable should 
be done, but which cannot be accomplished 
satisfactorily by individual effort. *‘ Gov- 
ernment exists,” says Macaulay, “for the 
purpose of keeping the peace.” That is cer- 
tainly one of the functions of a municipal 
as it is of a State or national government. 
It is manifest that individuals cannot under- 
take their own protection when members 
Time was when a man 
carried a sword by his side and was sup- 
posed to look out for himself. That day 
is past. It is now the duty of the govern- 
ment to protect him. Hence a police force 
must be established for his protection. 

The keeping of the peace is but one of 
the functions of a municipal government. 
Paid fire departments are established for 
the protection of property. It is found 
that it is more economical to do that than 
to have each man laboriously draw water 
from his well or cistern and attempt to 
put out a fire on his premises or to have 
an undisciplined volunteer fire department. 

There are other municipal functions which 
cannot be performed at all by individuals. 
A sewerage system, so necessary for the 


ried out by individual effort. Such a sys- 
tem can be constructed only under public 
direction in accordance with a general plan 
prepared with reference to an ultimate out- 
let for the entire system and the effective 


Pure water is as necessary to health as 


not supply themselves with drinkable water. 
There must be a water department to sup- 
ply them with it, ; 

The paving of streets cannot be left to 
individual administration, for if it were 
there would be no uniformity. Some would 
not pave in front of their property at all. 
Others would use different paving materials 


would cost more than if controlled by the 
municipality and would be done badly. 

Nor would there be unity of action if 
the disposition of garbage were left to in- 
dividual citizens. Some would let it ac- 
cumutlate on their premises, to the injury 
of the public health. Others would labori- 
ously and expensively get rid of all or part 
of it. 

If there were no public schools some 
individuals would give their children educa- 
tions. Others would not. The public school 
system is established at the expense of 
the community that none may be unable 
to get an education. It is a fundamental 
article of faith that American institutions 
can only be preserved by promoting the in- 
telligence of the American people through 
the education of American youth. It has 
long been known that individual effort can- 
not suffice for this purpose. 

It is evident, then, that municipal gov- 
ernment is nothing more than a business 
partnership on a large scale to secure re- 
sults which cannot otherwise be obtained. 
To the expenses of the partnership man- 
agement each property-owning partner con- 
tributes in proportion to his means, and 
should receive, generally speaking, benefits 
proportioned to his contributions. The 
more property a man has the greater his 
need of protection and hence the larger 
his contributions should be. 

But an inverted idea of the functions of 
municipal government has taken a firm hold 
of the place-hunters and the “ soft snap” 
se¢kers, whose name is legion. They do 
not understand the business partnership

believe in business principles. They are 
convinced that government exists to fur- 
nish “jobs” to small fry politicians of 
their political faith, who congregate around 
headquarters in search of “ places” with 
little work and a good deal of play and 
who ‘spend in running after these more:

Until the citizens of American municipali- 
ties recognize the fact that government is 
for the benefit of the whole people and 
should be administered in accordance with 
business principles, chief among which are 
economy, efficiency, and impartiality, no 
municipality ever will have all the money 
it needs. Increasing extravagance always 
will keep ahead of increasing revenues, As 
the taxes grow heavier new and more mag- 
nificent schemes for the expenditure of the 
public moneys will be evolved—river im- 
provement schemes, innumerable bridges, 
subways, more boulevards, a gorgeous City 
Hall, with other projects in the back ground. 

What we in Chicago want in the Mayor's 
office is a business-man who will adminis- 
ter the city’s revenues in accordance with 
business principles and not in accordance 
with the theories of the spoilsman or the 
schemer. Whether such a man is a Re- 
publican or a Democrat is a matter of no 
consequence. 

Within city and county lines Tue 
Trreune cares nothing about politics. It 
asks for good government alone, and who- 
ever can give it best is its first choice for 
Mayor. It will work for the election as 
Mayor of any sensible business-man, irre- 
spective of party. It has no thought of 
supporting for that office a man who does 
nat have the necessary qualifications. As 


lished, like other municipalities, for the pur- | 
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publican, who may be a. candidate for a 
city or county office, it is for the former | 
every tinte, whether he is running for 
Mayor, Alderman, County Commissioner, 
or any other local office. It recognizes 
no party obligations whatever in municipal 
elections. This is something which might 
as well be understood now as at another 
time. 
This paper has gone through the motions 
of supporting candidates for the Mayoral- 
ty who had no chance of election and who 
did not deserve to be elected, because they 
represented simply a “ machine ” organized 
to administer the municipal government in 
accordance with the old “spoils” princi- 
ples, but not in accordance with business 
ideas or the methods which commercial 
prudence dictates. The needs of the city 
demand that neither political party shall put 
in nomination a man whose sole ambition is 
to be the local boss or deputy boss of 
his party and the distributer of official alms 
among the place-beggars and political men- 
dicants. 


PROTECT THE CHILDREN. 

On Sunday afternoon fifteen boys and 
young men, the youngest 14 years old, were 
arrested in a gambling-room on the West 
Side. Several gambling games were in 
operation at the time the arrests were made, 
and it is said that bets were accepted in 
amounts as small as one cent. The keeper, 
a man of 25, was busy managing the various 
games, taking in the money and encouraging 
his youthful patrons, some of whom were 
still in knickerbockers. On the same after- 
noon another raid was made by the police 
on a saloon and gambling place in the same 
division of the city. In this raid eleven boys 
were captured, ranging in age from 11 to 19 
years. Some of the boys were gambling and 
others standing about the bar. 

It is with the suppression of places of this 
kind that the work of reform in Chicago 
should commence. ‘Their influence is so 
utterly demoralizing that even in a “ great 
cosmopolitan metropolis” there can be no 
differences of opinion as to the policy of 
closing them up and punishing the men who 
run them as severely as possible. One of 
the reform associations which are ‘now 
showing so many signs of renewed activity 
should take up the matter and press it to 
a successful conclusion. The saloons and 
gambling-tiouses which pander to mere 
children certainly do more harm, in propor- 
tion to their number, than any other class 
of objectionable resorts. “They can have no 
honest defenders or apologists. If the po- 
lice can find two such places in a single 
afternoon a man with keen eyesight should 
have no trouble in locating others. It is 
said to be a fact that there are a number of 
such places in each of the three divisions of 


. the city. They should be located and listed. 


Evidence should be secured against each of 
them. The Mayor should be asked to revoke 
the saloon licenses of all such’offenders. He 
cannot refuse to grant such a request if it 
is backed by any reasonable amount of evi- 
dence, Action should be taken to punish the 
proprietors of such resorts as severely as the 
law allows. Here is an opportunity to do 
some practical reform work which is greatly 
gy and which it is possible to accom- 
plish. 


DANGER OF TOO MANY LAWS. 

By a curious coincidence the inaugural 
addresses of the new Governors of Illinois 
and Indiana both take exactly the same 
ground in regard to the needless multiplici- 
ty of statutes. Governor Durbin, like Gov- 
ernor Yates, believes that there is more 
danger of having too many laws than of 
having too few. He says the passage of 
a few carefully considered bills is far pref- 
erable to a flood of petty measures rushed 
through without care. Not only does hasty 
legislation lead to subsequent regrets, but 
the needless piling up of laws cumbers the 
statute books and produces confusion and 
public injury. This is the warning given 
to the Legislatures by both Governor Durbin 
and Governor Yates and their position is un- 
assailable. | 

While nobody will dispute’the general 
proposition that the number of laws ought 
to be kept as small as possible, there is 
always difficulty im putting the principle 
into practice. “Legislators are assailed on 
every hand by persons seeking the passage 
of new laws in which they are specially 
interested. ‘There are petitions and lobby- 
ists urging general laws that are de- 
sired to meet merely local conditions. 
There are men urging measures for 
private or corporate interests. ‘The Legis- 
lature is bombarded with~requests for 


| experimental legislation, otherwise called 
reform measures. Each member is anxious 


to put through some act that shall bear 
his name. A bundred conflicting interests 
from as many different parts of the State 
are pressing throughout the session for legis- 
lation of one kind or another. In addition 
to all these outside measures there are 
the usual appropriation bills and other 
necessary matters demanding attention. The 
whole tendency is toward a multiplicity of 
acts, with all the evils that follow in the 
train of hasty legislatio 
statute books. 

The task of keeping down the number 
of bills passed is not an easy one, but this 
has become one of the most urgent duties 
of legislators. The Legislatures of Iili- 
nois and Indiana will do well to keep this 
fact in mind throughout their labors, and 


ure is often as great a public service as 
the passing of a needed law. 


ORGANIZING PUBLIC DISCUSSION. 

A Minneapolis attorney has prepared for 
introduction into the Minnesota Legisla- 
ture a bill designed to facilitate discussion 
and expression of public opinion concerning 
matters which may at any time be pending 
in the State Legislature, qpestions to be 
submitted to popular vote, the details of 
election laws, and indeed “ any question 
of public interest.” He provides for a 
public organization for such discussion in 
every election district, for the supply of 
copies of proposed bills or public measures 
to its officers, and for payment of the ex- 
pense of the first meeting from local treas- 
uries. 

The object sought to be attained is a 
commendable one and recalls the simple 
democracy of the New England town meet- 
ing, in which local matters are determined 
not only after popular discussion but by 
direct popular vote. It is possible, too, that 
by having a definite time and place for 
debating public matters, such discussion 
would be promoted in some degree. The 
elaborate machinery contemplated, however, 
appears rather forced. 

The plan recalls the suggestion hereto- 
fore made that Aldermen in this city should 
make it a practice between elections to 
report from time to time from some plat- 
form to their constituents—with oppor- 
tunity for questions and answers—concern- 
ing the work of the city government. Such 
a practice is indeed to be desired. It would 
contribute to the intelligence of the constit- 


uents concerning municipal matters, would

Augusta, born in Weimar, had had Goethe’ 
for tutor and had lived in the center of the 
most cultured circlés of the time. Prince 
William’s marriage to her made small pre- 
_ tense of being anything other than an affair 
of convenience. Not yet 18 when she left 
her quiet home for the exhausting social life 
at Berlin, the young bride’s health was soon 
ruined and she was burdened with physical 
gufferings which till the day of her death 
she bore with utmost heroism. 7 

From the beginning, says the biographer, 
Augusta hardly existed for the Prince as a 
woman of intellect; he had neither apprecia- 
tion nor comprehension of what she loved 
and valued; he did not know what interested 
her, nor did he ever make the least effort to 
understand her thoughts andideas. His own 
were absolutely absorbed by military mat- 
ters. He badd begun his military training at 
7- years of age, and he wore his uniform and 
military boots constantly. 

Conscious that she was unpopular in Berlin, yet 
too proud to dissemble or flatter, she still longed 
for affection and thirsted for the good will of the 
people. The people of the Rhine, especially at 
Coblenz, more frank and warm-hearted, becams 
extremely dear toher. If elsewhere her manners 
seemed to be cold and severely ceremonious, it 
was not so there. ; 

Painfully lonely as was the-earlier part of 
her life as Queen and Empress, being essen- 
tially religious, the discipline of sorrow 
wrought out a singular nobility of character. 
Her intense sympathy for those who suffer 
found expression in all manner bf thoughtful 
charities. Though of course not the origina- 
tor, she was, more than any other person, the 
patroness of that epoch-making international 
society known as the Red Cross society. The 
Swiss philanthropist, Henri Dunant, in his 
book, “ Recollections of Solferino,” had 
pictured in burning words the horrors which 
he himself had witnessed on the battlefields

You sing notes 
up into it (or rather, you don/t, for that is 
his perquisite), and then fly circling, and 
flock, and become a single chord stretching 
two octaves: till you feel that you are liv- 
ing inside what in the days of our youth 
would have been called ‘“‘the sound of a 
grand Amen.’”’ 

The cathedral has fire points, or more than 
points—aspects: but the Italiah version of 
Gothic, with its bands of fiat marbles in- 
stead of moldings, was a shock to me at 
first. I only begin to understand it now 
that I have seen the outside of the Duomo 
at Florence. Curiously enough, it doesn’t 
strike me as in the least Christian, only 
civic and splendid, reminding me of what, 
Ruskin says about church architecture be- 
ing really a dependent on the feudal or do- 
imestic. The Strozzi Palace is a beautiful 
piece of street-architecture; its effect is 
of an iron hand which gives you a buffet in | 
the face when you look up and wonder— 
how shall I climb in? I will tell you more 
about insides when I write next. 

I fear my last letter to you from Lucerne 
may either have strayed, or not even have 
begun straying: for in fe hurry of coming 
away I left it, addressed, I think, but un- 
stamped; and I am not sure that that par- 
ticul hotel will be Christian enough to 
spare the postage out of the bill, which 
had a galaxy of small extras running into 
centimes, and suggesting a red-tape rectl- 
tude that would not show blind 25-centime 
gratitude to the backs of departed guests. 
Sa be patient and forgiving if I seem to 
have written little. I found two of yours 
waiting for me, and cannot choose between 
them which I find most dear. I will say, 
for a fancy, the shorter, that you may ever 
be emco to write your shortest rather 
than none at all. One word from you gives 
me almost as much pleasure as twenty, for 
it contains all your sincerity and truth; and 
what more do I want? You bless me quite. 
How many perfectly happy days I owe to 
you, and seldom dare dream that I have 
made any beginning ofareturn! If I could 
take one unhappy day out of your life, dear- 
est, the secret would be mine, and no such 
thing should be left in it. Be happy, be-

Incidentally I may mention that when 
Queen Wilhelmina’s uncle, the late Grand 
Duke of Saxe-Weimar, who has just died, 
was christened, Count Keller, Baron Ried- 
esel, and Herr Binzer figured at the ceremony 
as delegates of the entire people of Saxe- 
Weimar, of whom the royal infant was made 
the godchild. In fact, during the early por- 
tion of the late Grand Duke's life there was 
not a single elderly man or woman in the 
Grand Duchy who was not entitled to look 
upon him in the light of a godson, and who 
was not in consequence thereof entitled to 
call him to account with a view to his spirit- 
ual welfare, being his sponsor, and responsi- 
ble tor his good behavior and for his loyalty 
to the church. 

The only other instance that I can recall 
of such a species of wholesale baptismal 
sponsorship as this is that of Princess Irene, 
wife of Prince Henry of Prussia, only brother 
of the Kaiser. Princess Irene was born in 
1866, just in the midst of the seven weeks’ 
war, when her father, Grand Duke Louis of 
Hesse, was called upon to fight against his 
own brothers, who were in the Prussian 
service, and against his brother-in-law, the 
late Emperor Frederick. When she was 
christened it was the two cavalry regiments 
that had been under her father’s special com- 
mand during the war whose officers as well 
gy ge acted as godfathers at her christen- 
ng. 

The name of Irene, by the way, was be- 
stowed upon her by way of gratitude for the 
restoration of peace, and she used always to 
be known in her younger days at Darmstadt 
as the “ Friedenskind,”’ or ** Child of Peace.” 


There is one point in connection with Queen 
Wilhelmina’s marriage which bodes iI] for her 
tuture happiness. Duke Henry is passionate- 
ly fond of music, has composed several pieces, 
and has a fine tenor voice, coming from a 
musical family.

APPORTIONMENT FIRST. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill., Jan. 21.—[{Special.}]—Rep- 
resentative Augustue Nohe came from Chi- 
cago today with three new bills which he 
will introduce in the House tomorrow, and 
which ‘he thinks will stir up considerable 
@iscussion before they are disposed of one 
Way or the other. _. 

One of these is entitled “‘An act fixing 
the maximum rate of fare to be charged 
by railroads within the limits of any city,”’ 
and provides that no road shall charge more 
than five cents a passenger for any trip, no 
matter what its length, within the city lim- 
its. The effect of the bill, were it to become 
‘R law, would be to make the rate of fare 
on Illinois Central suburban roads ffom 
Randolph street to Kensington five cents, 
the same as if the trip were from Randolph 
to Twenty-second street. All other roads 
doing a suburban business in Chicago would 
be affected similarly on passenger traffic 
insidé the city Nmits. 

To Tax Telegraph Companies. 
Another bill provides that the capital 
stock of all telegraph tompantes doing busi- 
ness in the State of Dhiinols be assessed by 
the State Board of Equalization “ the same 
as other corporations are assessed.’’ The 
purpose of this bill is to exclude telegraph 
companies from the exemptions granted by 
section 108 of the revenue law of the State. 

The third bill has a long and somewhat 
blind title, reading *‘ An act concerning trust 
companies and other corporations seeking 
to exceed, enlarge, or add to their rights, 
-@tc.,”’ but-the gist of it is instructions to the 
Attorney General to proceed against trust 
and similar companies in Chicago now doing 
a business in the furnishing of abstracts of 
titles. It is declared that these companies 
are exceeding their charter rights in dealing 
fn such abstracts, and the argument made 
that not only did they furnish the opposition 
to the Torrens law, but that their continu- 
* @nco in the abstract business Is a menace to 
the successful working out of that law. 


Kopf for Two-Cent Railroad Fare. 


Along with these three bills of Represent- 
ative Nohe’s,Representative Kopf will tomor- 
bel introduce twe more on Somewhat similar

One will*be entitled ‘‘ An act fixing the rate 
of passenger fare in the State of Illinois,’

DEFECTIONS OF PARTY WORKERS 
CAUSED BY EDITORIAL. 


Article in the Working Democracy, 
Supposed to Represent the Policy of 
the National Committee, Expresses 
Doubt Whether the Nebraskan Is 
the Man to Unite the Various Ele- 
ments in the Organization and De- 
‘clares People Distrust His Ability. 


Thirty-three thousand Democratic “ pre- 
cinct captains’’ throughout the United 
States are asking whether the Democratic 
National committee is seeking to sidetrack 
William J. Bryan and his teachings. 

This query has gone out as the result ofan 
editorial in the party’s weekly publication 
for its workersthe Working Democracy— 
asserting that the Nebraska leader has 
aroused public “ distrust.’”’ The olive branch 
of peace, too, is waved at Richard Olney and 
other leaders of the ‘‘ gold bugs’”’ of four 
years ago by urging that the party’s future 
depends much on the work of these men. 

Grover Cleveland’s reorganization ’’ ad- 
vice is not advocated, but it is asserted that 
if the party is to meet the “ accumulating 
evils and mischiefs of a perverted commer- 
cialism,”’ now alleged to rest on the country, 
** the work must have the support of enlight- 
ened opinion as it may be found among anti- 
imperialist Republicans and gold Democrats 
no less than among the followers of Mr. 
Bryan.”’ 


People Distrust Him. 


“That Mr. Bryan is the leader,’’ continues 

the editorial, ‘‘ to unite these elements upon 
a platform of discriminating radicalism may 
now be doubted. He has himself, in a frank 
and dignified manner, expressed a doubt 
whether it is not his. aHNotted province to 
adwocate rather than to execute. It has 
been demonstrated that, rightly or wrongly, 
there exists among the people—even the 
common people—a certain measure of dis- 
a in his capacity for the highest executive 
office. 
* But, if not Bryan, who? The elections of 
the next two years may lead toa satisfactory 
answer. Meanwhile it should be the duty 
of men like Mr. Olney, Moorfield Storey, 
Winslow Warren, Edwin M. Shepard, and 
others of that class to come forward and 
join with the Bryan leaders in an effort to 
bring the party platform and leadership into 
a form and character better able, if possi- 
ble, to command the support and confidence 
of the people. Upon such men as these much 
now depends.”’ 


Voice of Party Managers. 


This editorial is credited asa clipping from 
the Springfield (Mass.) Republican, but it 
leads the editorial page of inaast issue of 
the Working Democracy, and is held to rep- 
resent the policy of the party managers who 
conduct the paper. The Working Democracy 


.is supposed to guide the work of “ captains ”’ 


and workers of voting precincts throughout 
the United States. All editorials are clipped 
from other publications. 

Chairman James G. Johnson of the Na- 
tional Executive committee is held to be the 
censor of all matter which creeps into the 
columns of the Working Democracy. He has 
always firmly opposed the sentiment favor- 
ing “* reorganization ’’ of the party.

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 21.—[Special.]—Iit 
took a strict party vote in the House of Rep- 
resentatives today to kill an amendment pro- 
viding that murderers condemned to death 
in Indiana shall be killed with morphine, in- 
stead of by hanging. Dr. Passage of Peru, a, 
physician, offered the amendment and the 
Democrats promptly made his motion a party 
measure.

NEBRASKA FUSIONISTS ALERT.

Lincoln, Neb., Jan. 21.—The fusion minor- 
ity of the Legislature will take advantage of 
the apparent Republican deadlock to elect 
two Senators of their own political faith, if 
the opportunity presents itself. This de- 
termination was emphasized tonight when a 
fusion caucus was held to outline a plan for 
future action, and, if necessary, doaway with 
the plan of pairing.

RECOVERING FROM WOUND 
INFLICTED BY BROTHER. 


Franklin Wolff, Shot Accidentally by 
14-Year-Old Harold, Soon Will Be 
Well—Story of a Quarrel Unfounded. 


Franklin Wolff, who was accidentally shot 
by his 14-year-old brother Harold on Wednes- 
day night at the family residence, 1680 West 
Monroe street, is pronounced to be on the 
road to recovery. The bullet, which pierced 
his tongue, has left him temporarily speech- 
less, and Dr. John B. Murphy states that 
had the bullet varied a quarter of an inch 
‘either way in its course death would have 
resulted. John F. Wolff, Vice President of 
the L. Wolff Manufacturing company, who 
is the father of the two boys, was ignorant 
of Harold’s possession of a revolver, and in 
discussing the matter yesterday deplored the 
lack of a State or city law against the sale 
of firearms. 

The older son, Franklin, who was shot, is 
16 years ofage. Both boys have given strong 
evidence of inheriting their father’s love of 
hunting. Mr. Wolff is a member of a num- 
ber of shooting clubs. He had allowed his 
older son,to have a gun on passing his six- 
teenth birthday, but had been unwilling that 
the younger boy should even touch one. But 
the two sons saved their weekly allowances 
for a considerable time, Franklin sym- 
pathetically donating his capital toward the 
purchase of a revolver for Harold. This is 
the weapon which by accidental discharge 
wounded the older boy. 

Mr. Wolff was a host at dinner on Wednes- 
day evening when he and his guests were 
startled by a crash. Rising from the table 
Mr. Wolff was met by Harold, pale and 
trembling, who said he had shot Frank by 
accident in the bathroom. The father found 
his son speechless and nearly unconscious 
from loss of blood. The details of the ac- 
cident were gathered later from the wounded 
boy, who described the scene in notes writ- 
ten to his trained nurse. He said that he 
and Harold were examining the new re- 
volver in the bathroom when he asked the 
latter what he would do if he were held up. 

“I would aim this way,” said Harold, 
pointing the pistol at his brother, not know- 
ing it was loaded, and accidentally pulled 
the trigger. 

Frank described his sensations in other 
notes to the nurse. e 

“I felt as if I had been struck by a great 
plunging mass and then all was dark,”’ he 
sa 


“It is deplorable,’’ said Mr. Wolff, “‘ that 
young boys can secure firearms with such 
ease. Here on the West Side nearly every 
boy carries a revolver. If you don’t believe 
it, stop the next boy you meet and clap your 
hand to his hip pocket.”’ 

There is no-foundation whatever for the 
intimation that.the shooting was intentional 
or the result of a quarrel. :

FEDERATION OF WORKERS OF 
| MANY DENOMINATIONS. 


Organization Formed at Meeting in Y. 
M. C, A. Building and Decision 
Reached to Take No Part in Present 
“Anti-Viee Crusade” — Professor 
Graham Taylor Chosen President 
and H. F. Ward Secretary and Treas- 
urer—Appoint Executive Committee. 


A Federation of Religious Workers of Chi- 
cago was formed yesterday afternoon at an 
interdenominational meeting of ministers in 
the Y. M. C. A. Building. The purpo§Se is 
to carry on codperative movements along 
social and philanthropic lines. The. federa- 
tion places no limit ef creed or faith upon its 
membership, including in its first organiza- 
tion Jew and Gentile, Protestant and Roman 
Catholic, orthodox and liberal workers. Of- 
fices will soon be opened down-town, prob- 
ably tn the Unity Building. ; 

The officers of the federation are: Professor 
Graham Taylor, President; H. F. Ward, Sec- 
retary and Treasurer. A constitution was 
adopted, in which the object of the associa- 
tion was expressed as follows: ** To promote 
unitedly and intelligently directed effort of 


the religious forces of Chicago for the wel-- 


eee the people in ways which are common 
to all.” 

The anti-vice campaign was rejected when 
suggested for one of the activities of the 
federation. An effort was made to have the 
interdenominational committee of fifteen 
ministers now conducting the campaign rec- 
ognized as a subcommittee of the federation, 
but objections were raised and sustained. 
Dr. H. W. Thomas and the Rev. W. E. Mc- 
Lennan were among those who objected. It 
was stated that there are many ministers 
who do not believe in the movement. . 

“TIT have seen twelve campaigns of this 
sort come and go,”’ said Dr. Thomas, “‘ and I 
believe we should lose strength in the eyes 
of the community if we took up this as our 
first effort. We need regeneration rather 
than reformation.” 

Professor Charles R. Henderson and Dr. 
Jenkin Lloyd Jones addresséd the federation. 
Professor Henderson said the greatest good 
would be accomplished by directing persis- 
tent and continued efforts to a few squares 
in the city. Mr. Jones urged the necessity 
of a central office. He also suggested a 
** round robin ”’ series of lectures to be given 
in the churches of the city on Sunday even- 
ings. 

The federation will be supported at present 
by the dues from its members of $2 annually. 
H. F. Ward will act as secretary, and a 
clerk will be employed to keep the down- 
town office open.

WARREN SPRINGER MUST 
PAY “ POSSIBLE PROFIT.” 


Judge Dunne Rules in Suit of Wells & 
Co. to Recover for Building Not Erect- 
ed—Award Will Amount to $50,000. 


Warren Springer will be directed to pay to 
the contracting firm of Wells & Co. $50,000 
which they assert would have been their 
reasonable profit if they had been allowed to 
complete the contract which they held for 
the erection of a seven-story building at 
Polk and Desplaines streets in 1896. The 
ruling was made yesterday by Judge Dunne 
under the Coleman mechanics’ lien law. 
This is the first important case to be prose- 
cuted successfully under the “ possible 
profit ” section of this law, and from the first 
it has engaged the attention of former Judge 
J. A. Coleman, counsel for the contractors 


and the author of the law. 


SAY UNIVERSITY IS WRONGED. 


Faculty and Students Declare That 
Hart’s Statement of Attendance 
Is Incorrect. 


Members of the faculty and students at 
the University of Chicago are indignant at 
the false representation of attendance as 
given in a tabulation published in the Har- 
vard Graduates’ Magazine for December. 
The table was compiled by Albert Bushnell 
Hart, the historian, and aims to give the 
record of attendance at thirteen leading unl- 
versities of the country for the year just 
closed. Chicago’s total enrollment is given 
at 2,564, whereas the annual register of the 
university gives 3,183. In the classified list 
of students in Mr. Hart’s table the number 
in attendance at the University College is 
omitted entirely, while the summer enroll- 
ment is merely guessed at. 

‘The table does Chicago an injustice,’’ said 
Professor F. W. Shepardson, the President’s 
secretary. ‘‘ Mr. Hart evidently compiled 
his table without accurate kfiowledge of 
the facts, which is certainly remarkable for 
a historian who has been trained to habits 
of accuracy.”’ 

The work of improving and beautifying the 
campus at the University of Chicago began 
yesterday, when a large elm tree thirty feet 
in height and sixteen inches in diameter 
was planted in front of Cobb Hall. The 
tree was given to the university by the 
graduating class of 1900, and was transplant- 


ed from Rosehill for the purpose. 


So much has been said of the production 
of Shakspeare’s ‘“‘ As You Like It” at the 
university that Professor 8S. H. Clark has 
established a censorship, so that henceforth 
only such information as is deemed proper 


will be given out. 


DOORS OPEN TO MOLDERS. 


May Return to Work Today if 
They Wish. 


After a shutdown of a week, due to a strike, 
Fraser & Chalmers announced yesterday 
that their doors would be opened this morn- 
ing to all employés who care to return.

Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 21.—[Special.]—The 


Lake company on the Milwaukee River near 
the North avenue bridge became serious to- 
day, and only the temporary disabling of 
the battleship Julius Goll at 5 o’clock pre- 
vented a collision between the employés of 
the two concerns, in spite of the presence of 
a squad of police. | ' 

Tonight the barns of the Wisconsin Lakes 
Ice company in this city were destroyed by 


The barns were located in the center portion 
of the city, but the fire gained such headway 
it was impossible for the department to do 
anything with it. Some of the men in the 
employ of the ice trust intimate that the fire 
was the work of an incendiary, but they will 
make no direct charges, although a thorough 
investigation is to be made. 

Several times during the battle on the river 
this afternoon the men béhind the guns 
brandished their pike poles, and in one in- 
stance a Wisconsin Lakes company. man 
made a thrust which missed one of the men 
on the Goll by six inches. 

The trouble began when the Goll resumed 
its ice crushing after being ‘* on the boxes ” 
for half a day with a bent rudder, and grew 
more serious until the steamer was disabled 
a second time. The men were on the verge 
of a riot. The police cleared away the hun- 
dreds of men and beys who were watching 
the progress of the battle for the possession 
of the river, allowing only the warriors in- 
side the lines. 

Tomorrow the Wisconsin Lakes company 
will construct a boom across the river, four 
loads of timbers having been brought to the 
water’s edge tonight. Attempts today ‘to 
sink the Goll by filling the beams thn fn the 
river with long sharpened spikes were use- 
less, as the steamer’s sheathed sides shaved 
off the bristling growth. Threats of the use 
of dynamite on the one hand to prevent fur- 
ther destruction of the ice, and on the other 
for the destruction of the barrier, were said 
to have been made. 


Steam Used in Battle. 


The beams which were launched on the 
ice on Sunday afternoon were chained down. 
Posts were driven in the ice beyond the 
Goll’s prow, and the huge timbers chained 
to these. Spikes were set and. sharpened 
and the Wisconsin Lakes people thought 
they had won the victory. The steamer 
did not hesitate to charge the spiked beams 
and rode them down, crushing the ice be- 
yond. Some of the spikes were broken off 
short by the armored ship and none pene- 
trated the hull. Soon the steamer men made 
an attempt to drag away the beams. The 
gteamer ,charged the ice, and while it was 
working loose a hose from the boilers sent 
a cloud of hot steam into the faces of the 
opposition. At this the Wisconsin Lakes 
employés rushed the steamer, brandishing 
their poles and crowbars, while the steamer 
men thrust viciously with their steel poles. 
The police stood by ready to rush in and 
arrest the first man who reached his mark 
with any of the weapons. From this time 
on during the afternoon there were frequent 
brushes, but all were without bloodshed. 


Ice Company’s Barns Burned. 


The barns of the Wisconsin Lakes Ice com- 
pany were destroyed by fire early this even- 
{ng and thirteen horses were burned to death. 
The loss will not exceed $10,000. An investi- 
gation into the cause of the fire shows it re- 
sulted in all probability from an electric light 
wire. There was nothing discovered to justify 
the belief the origin was incendiary. 


Start Anti-Vice Crusade. 


At a general meeting today the ministers 
of Milwaukee formally launched a move- 
ment for a stricter enforcement of law in 
this city. Fifty clergymen indorsed the 
plan worked out by the “ steering *’ commit- 
tee of the Milwaukee Ministers’ association, 
providing for a mass-meeting for the selec- 
tion of a committee to conduct a general 
crusade against the social evil, gambling, 
and the granting of saloon licenses in the 
face of protection of the police department.
